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FAVING for ſome years paſt made Geography my 
H ſtudy upon a particular occaſion, which perhaps may 
appear hereafter, I could not help taking notice of the de- 
ficiency of all compendiums- of this kind, both with re- 
ſpe& to the number and length of the articles. For which 
reaſon I hoped to do my country ſome ſervice, in giving 
them another more copious and more complete, continuing 
its portableneſs at the ſame time. The deſcription of our 
own country has been greatly neglected, as if it was hardly 
worth our notice, though it ought to be the firſt and prin- 
cipal object of enquiry to every Briton. This is not 
unlike the ſending young gentlemen abroad to viſit foreign 
parts, before they have obtained any adequate knowledge 
of the laws, conſtitution, trade, product, and geography 

of the realm in which they drew their firſt breath. _ 


Perhaps the deficiencies may be thought only to relate to 
pocket treatiſes of this kind; but the ſame objections will 
lie againſt larger volumes with relation to the number of the 
articles: which, that it may appear more readily, the rea- 
der may obſerve that thoſe wanting in others, are marked 
with an aſteriſm thus (*) = 15 | 


| However, theſe are not all, for there are ſeveral other 
conſiderable towns and provinces, which ſhould have been 
thus diſtinguiſhed, and which have been overlooked. 


As for the uſefulneſs of geography in general, nothing 
need be ſaid, it being a ſtudy now greatly in vogue; and 
there are none but the very dregs of the people that have 
not ſome occaſion or other to be acquainted therewith. It

is abſolutely neceſſary to men of letters, becauſe no hiſtory 


can be well underſtgod without it; as alſo to politicians, it 
being impoſſible to underftand the true intereſt of different 
ſtates and countries, without the knowledge of this ſcience. 


Officers, both by ſea and land, have great need of it, be- 
cCauſe it lets them into the nature and circumſtances of places 


and towns, and enables them to take their meaſures zccord- 
ingly. Merchants and traders ought to ſtudy it beyond all 
doubt, becauſe it aſſiſts them in taking prudent meaſures 
in order to eſtabliſn a beneficial commerce. In ſhort, all 
thoſe who have either intereſt or curioſity to know any thing 
of the tranſactions of the world, or are deſirous of forming 
ſome judgment of the different events, which happen in 
the times of war or peace, ought not to be ignorant of

Ihe diſcoveries that have been made of late years in dif- 
ferent parts of the globe, and the various ſettlements and 
emigrations in conſequence thereof, render the old ſyſtema- 
tical writers of little or no uſe; eſpecially as they had very 
little knowledge of the places they treated of, and have 


ſtuffed their books full of abſurd and monſtrous ſtories, the 


natural offspring of the credulity of thoſe times. I wiſh I 


could ſay our modern relations were more to be depended 


upon in many inſtances; for moſt travellers ſeem to be very 
fond of the marvellous, and for that reaſon greedily ſwallow 


the moſt improbable fables. As for inſtance, Mr. Oving- 


ton, afterwards the king's chaplain, tells us that in the 
Hand of Johanna, the inhabitants have a cuſtom of burn- 


ing the devil every year, and that he in revenge. conſtantly 


ſteals one of their children annually, notwithſtanding the 
utmoſt care to prevent it. However, this demon is ſo; good- 
natured as to inform them, after certain invocations, of the 


time of the arrival of any foreign ſhip. He adds, that they 


often meet him in the highways and ſtreets in the evening, 
and by the water - ſide. Now if ſo learned a man could give 


credit to ſuch extravagant ſtories, it is no wonder that ig- 


notant ſailors ſnould ſo often be impoſed upon, or be willing

The places in this dictionary generally have the appella- 


tion of towns, which in others are termed cities; becauſe 


all cities are towns, though all towns are not cities. Be- 
ſides, geographers are not agreed about the properties that 


_ conſtitute a city. In England and Wales every. biſhop's ſee 


is a city, though the number of houſes are hardly ſufficient 


to deſerve the name of a village. In the Low Countries 


every large walled place is a city, though it neither is, nor 
ever was a biſhop's fee, as for inſtance Liſle: and yet in 

France they have a. great number of cities that have no 
walls or other fortifications. The French diſtinguiſn their 


towns by the names of Ville, Cite, Bourg, Bourgade and 


Village; but what the difference is between Ville and Cite 
is very hard to ſay. Many would have Cite to be the moſt 
ancient part of a town, and yet we find ſome have been 
lately dignified with that title, perhaps by charter like our 
corporations, having fome particular privileges; but then 

what ſhall we ſay to Paris, one part of which is a Ville, and 
the other a Cite. But be this as it will, the method I have

In the deſcriptions of the empires, countries, provinces,

not preſſed into the ſervice, but was to all jntents and pur-

However, I have been better enabjed to reconcile diffe- 
rences, to expunge falſities, and to ſet aſide impoſitions, 
from having ſeen a conſiderable part of the world myſelf; 
and from having made ſuch obſervations as in ſome mea- 


ſure qualify me to judge of places which 1 have not ſeen, 


Here you will find no ſelling of winds, no diabolical con- 
Jurations, no nations of canibals or men-eaters; nor indeed 


any thing elſe that is ſhocking to common-ſenſe, or evident- 


ly repugnant to the cuſtoms and practices of other parts of 
the world ; unleſs the ſtrange accounts of the different ob- 
Jets of worſhip may be ſo eſteemed; but then we find 
others to match them in very diſtant parts. Thus if we 
find ſame that adore a fly, we ſhall meet with others that 
pay divine honours to a monkey's tooth; ſome to a ſerpent, 
others to a tree; not to mention the valt variety of image 
worſhip all over the world: and therefore we cannot reject 
ſuch extravagant practices, from their ſeeming abſurdity,

GEO GRAPHY. 


HE ſeienice which treats of the diſpoſitj n and aſſemblage of 
all parts of the univerſe, and the relation they have to each 
© other, is called Coſmography ; that is, a deſeription of the 
world. And, as the univerſe is repreſented by the celeſtial 
und terreſtrial globes, it follows: from hence that coſmography has two 
principal parts; namely Aftronomy, that takes notice of the heavenly 
bodies and their motions ;. and Geography, which is a deſcription of the 
earth. This laſt part is our principal object; but, as the ſtudy of the 
Tphere ought neceſſarily to precede that of geography, it will be proper to 
gain ſome" Knowledge of this: part of coſmography before we en any 


Of the Celefial Gabe. 


The celeſtial globe repreſents the heavens whh the OR which are 
diſtinguiſhed into the fixed and wandering, and theſe are called planets. 
The fixed ſtars are bodies, which ſhine with their own native light; and 
they are called fixed, becauſe they always keep the ſame diſtance with 
reſpect to each other. According to Ptolemy they have two diſtindt mo- 
tions; one which is common to the whole heavens, by which they turn 


from eaſt to weſt on the poles. of the world in twenty-four hours, carry- 


ing the ſtars along with them. They have alſo another motion, accord- 
ing to him, from weſt to eaſt upon the poles of the ecliptic ; but this is 
very flow, for it only amounts to a degree in ſeventy-twWo years. Ho- 
ever, it is now well known that it is the earth which moves, and not the 
heavens; and that it turns about its own axis in twenty-four hours: 
hence proceeds the apparent diurnal motion of the fixed ſtars and ſeem- 
ing progreſſive motion, which is now called the retroceſſion of the 
equinoxial points. 

The planets, or wandering ſtars, 4 received that name from their 
being ſometimes near, and ſometimes at a great diſtance from ea 
other. Theſe are opaque bodies, which the fixed ftars are not, but 
have a light of their own; inſomuch, that now aſtronomers look upon 
them as ſo many ſuns which appear ſmall 'on account of their immenſe 
diſtance from the earth; and that which is neareſt it, according to 
Huygens, is at leaſt twenty-ſeven thouſand times more diſtant 'than the 
ſun. The planets are generally ſaid to be ſeven in number, namely Sa- 
turn, Jupiter, Mars, Sol, or the Sun, Venus, Mercury, Luna, or the 
n but the ſun is improperly called a planet, becauſe it is- fixed in 
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the center of our ſyſtem ; but Terra, or the earth, performs. the fame 


motions which have been attributed to that luminous body; and the 
moon is only a ſatellite of the earth. The planets in their annual mo- 
tions always keep within the zodiac, and they ſeem to have a double mo- 
tion like the fixed ſtirs; but that from weſt to eaſt is viſible to the 
naked eye, and is in reality what it appears to be; for they all, except 


the moon, revolve about the ſun as their center. They deſcribe 


each a circle, which cuts the ecliptic in different points. Saturn, Ju- 
piter, and Mars, are at à greater diſtance from the ſun than the 
earth, and Mercury and Venus are nearef; upon which account they 
have ſenſible phaſes like the moon. Saturn makes its revolution 
about the ſun in wirty years, Jupiter in twelve, Mars in two, Ve- 
nus in about ſeven months and a half, and Mercury in about three 


months. Venus never wanders more than | forty-eight degrees of the 


ecliptic diſtant from the ſun, and Mercury only twenty-eight. Saturn 
is thought to turn upon its own axis, becauſe he has five ſatellites, which 
revolve about him in the ſame manner as the moon round the earth; 
therefore ſome give them the name of moons, one we are uncertain. in 
what time their revolution is madeeGQ. 55 
Jupiter has four ſatellites, or moons, the ko of 1 0 a 


are how very well known; and by their eclipſes the longitude of places 
may with certainty be diſcovered. According to Caſſini, Jupiter turns 


about his own axis in ten hours, and conſequently the days in this planet 
are five hours long, and the nights as much. Saturn is 980 times bigger 


than the earth, and Jupiter 1170 times. Mars only one fifth as big as 
the earth; Venus is of the ſame ſize as the earth; and Mercury'is only. a 


twenty-ſeycuth part as big; but the ſun is 2 million of times larger. 
Mars. is thought to revolve about its own: axis in twenty. four hours 
forty minutes time; and. Venus, according to Bianchini, in twenty. four 
days and eight hours; but, according. to the opinion of Caſſini, it is per- 
formed! in twenty-four hours and a few odd minutes: When this planet 


precedes, the ſun, ſhe is. called Lucifer, or the Morning. ſtar; and when 
the: ſets aſter the ſun, ſhe. is named Veſperus, or the Evening-ſtar: 
As for Mercury e are not. certain whether he turns about .his own 
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The iſm, or Aber the earth, is more regular in its: motions ehm! any 


of the other planets; or at leaſt, according to appearance, he continnally 


moves in the ecliptic circle,” and never wanders from it. The cirele de- 
ſeribed by his daily motion is Parallel to the equator; and his 'apogee is 


| about the ſeventh degree of Cancer, at which point he is at the greateſt 


diſtänce from the earth. His perigee; Where he is neareſt the earth, is 


about the ſeventh degree of Capricorn; white he is near the former, he 


muſt of neceflity move ſoniewhat lower, and when near the latter, a little 
faſter; from whence it comes to paſs, that he is ſeven days longer in his 
motion from September to March, than from March to September. Some 


| perhaps may wonder the weather ſhould be ſo much colder when the ſun 


"2; neareſt the earth than it is when he is farther from it, To ſolve this

_ difficulty, it muſt be obſerved that in the winter the ſun is elevated much 


leſs above the horizon than in the ſummer, and conſequently, that his 
rays fall more obliquely on that part of the ſurface of the earth which we 
inhabit. Beſides, he continues a much ſhorter time above the horizon, 
He advances about a degree every day from welt to eaſt by his own pro- 
per motion; and as there are 360 degrees in the ecliptic, he paſſes thro? 


them in 365 days, 5 hours, and 49 minutes. Hence the common year 
conſiſts of 365 days; and the remaining hours and minutes make about 


a day in four years; for which reaſon in that ſpace one year is called 
Biſſextile, and conſiſts of 366 days. But, becauſe this is eleven minutes 
too much for every year, they amount in 400 years to three whole days; 
for which reaſon aſtronomers have judged proper to retrench three days 
in every 400 years, and to leave put the Biſſextile the firſt year of every 
century. Upon. this account the year 1700, according to the New Stile, 


was not. Bifſextile no more than the years 1800 and 1900 will be.

| Of the Moon. 5 
Though the moon ſeems to be much greater than all the other planets, 


except the ſun, it is nevertheleſs the leaſt of all; and that which makes 
her appear ſo large; is becauſe ſhe is much nearef/the earth ; for ſhe is 


only 60 diameters of the earth from jt in her apogee and wy in her pe- 


Tigee. She is no more than equal to a fiftieth part of the globe of the 
earth. The moon is an opaque body, having no light but what ſhe re. 
ceives from the ſun; and the different manners in which ſhe turns to- 


wards the ſun, are the cauſes of what we call the phaſes of the moon, 
Theſe are generally ſaid to be four, namely, the new and full moon, and 


the firſt and laſt quarter. The new moon is when ſhe is in conjunction 


with the ſun; and ſhe being at that time betwen the ſun and the earth, 


the enlightened part muſt be towards the ſun, and conſequently ſhe can- 
not ſhine upon us. But, as ſhe moves forward from the ſun, a portion 
of the enlightened part will appear to us, which increaſing daily till ſhe 


has performed a fourth part of her revolution, ſhe will then arrive at her 
firſt quarter. After this ſhe proceeds till one half of her revolution is 
performed, and then ſhe is in the full, and in oppoſition to the ſun, Then 


ſhe draws nearer the ſun again till ſhe has paſſed three parts of her re- 


< 


volution, and then ſhe is in her laſt quarter. In the firſt part of her courſe 


the IO fide is towards the weſt, and in the latter towards. the 
eaſt. *- 
The moon Setforins her «rotation through the zodiac in twenty-ſe- 


ven days and about eight hours; but as the ſun during that time pro- 


ceeds twenty ſeven degrees forward, the moon muſt be about two days 


in overtaking him; from whence it follows that from one new moon to 
another, there are twenty nine days and twelve hours. The lunar year 


conſiſts of twelve of theſe new moons, and the lunar months of twenty 


nine and thirty days alternately. The whole year contains 354 days, and 


conſequently is eleven days leſs than the ſolar year. The Turks and other, 
Mahometans, reckon their time by theſe years, upon which account their 


bigh' feſtivals are N kept at different parts of the ſolar Ker

The proper motion of the moon is in a circle, which cuts. the ecliptic 


in the points called the Nodes. This circle is a little diſtant in the other 
parts from the ecliptic, for which reaſon the ſun is not eclipſed every full 7 


moon; but only when ſhe is near her nodes at thoſe times. The eclipſes 
of the moon happen only when ſhe is at full, and likewiſe near either of 
her nodes; for then the earth comes between the ſun and the moon, 
and conſequently the moon will be eclipſed. The moon happens to be 
in an eclipſe much oftener than the ſun, with regard to a particular 
place; for the moon being an opaque body which borrows her light 


from the ſun, when the earth hinders her from being enlightened by. the 


ſun, ſhe will appear eclipſed wherever ſhe is viſible : but it is not the ſame 
with the ſun; for the moon, being much leſs than he may appear 
eclipſed to the people in ſome parts of the earth, and not in others. 
This may be readily conceived by putting one hoop of a hogſhead into 


another; for this will give a true notion of the declination of the 


orbit, or path of the moon, from the circle of the ecliptic. The moſt 
diſtant parts of theſe hoops may be about three or four inches aſunder ; 


and then one will repreſent the ecliptic, and the other the orbit of the 


moon; likewiſe, the places where they cut each other will repreſent the 


nodes of the moon, called the Dragon's Head and Tail. The firſt is, 


when the moon paſſes the ecliptic from the ſouth to the north; and it 
is called the Aſcending or North Node, or more uſually, the Dragon 8 
Head. The other is at the paſſage of the moon acroſs the ecliptic, from 


north to ſouth, and is termed the Deſcending and South Node, or the 
Dragon's Tail. Theſe nodes are not fixed, but are continually moving 


backwards, and conſequently are ſometimes in one place and ſometimes 
in another. 

On the celeſtial globe there are fifty conftellations, of which twelve are 
in the zodiac, and are called ſigns; twenty-three in the north part, and 


Gfteen in the ſouth, Aſtronomers allow the breadth of the zodiac to 


be ſixteen degrees; that is, eight on the north ſide of the ecliptic, and 


eight on the ſouth. But this and the other circles are beſt repreſented in 


what is called an armillary ſphere, for there the zodiac in particular will 
appear in its proper dimenſions with the twelve ſigns engraven thereon. 
The names of the ſix northern ſigns are Aries, Taurus, Gemini, Cancer, 
Leo, and Virgo; and the ſix ſouthern, Libra, Scorpio, Suguttarins, Ca- 
pricornus, Aquarius, and Piſces. 

But to be more particular, an armillary ſphere is a machine compoſed 
of ſeveral circles, and a ſmall globe in the middle to repreſent the earth. 
Theſe circles are ten in number, of which ſix are great, namely the 
equator, the zodiac, the meridian, the horizon, and the two colures; 
four ſmall, viz. the two tropics, and the two polar circles. The firſt are 


called great, becauſe they cut the ſphere into two equal parts; and the 
others are termed ſmall, becauſe they divide it into two unequal parts. 


However, every circle of the ſphere i is ſuppoſed to be divided into 360 de- 

grees, each degree into 60 minutes, and each minute into 60 ſeconds.

The Eauston is a great circle, ninety degrees diſtant from the poles 
of the world; and to underſtand what theſe are, the world is ſuppoſed 
to turn round an axis, which may be readily conceived, by viewing an 
artificial ſphere. The points hy which it enters and goes out, are called 
poles, derived from .a Greek word, ſignifying to turn; becauſe the 
whole machine of the univerſe is ſuppoſed to turn upon theſe two 
points. The Equator is ſo named, becauſe it divides the world into two 
equal parts. It is alſo called the equinoxigl, becauſe when the ſun is in 
this circle, there is then an equality of days and nights all over the 
world ; and hence thele points arecalled the equinoxes. The principal 
uſe of this circle is to divide the world into two equal parts as above, 


and that in which the artick pole is found, is called the Northern half; 


and that in which the antartick pole is placed; is the Southern half. 
The points where the ecliptic cuts this circle, are the equinoxes ; for 
when the ſun comes to theſe, there is an equality of days and nights in 
every part of the earth, except under the poles ; for then the ſun be- 
gins at either of theſe to make a day ſix months in length, and a night 
of the ſame duration in the contrary pants | - 


| Of the Meridian. 


The Meridian i is a great circle, ſuppoſed to paſs through the poles of 
the world and thoſe of the horizon, cutting the ſphere into two hemi- 
ſpheres, or into two equal parts, the one oriental, and the other occi- 
dental. It alſo paſſes through the zenith and nadir in every place, and 
it cuts the horizon at right angles. It is called the Meridian, becauſe 
it marks half the ſpace of time during which the ſun and the other 
ſtars appear above the horizon. As there are an infinite number of 
zeniths and horizons, that of the Meridian is alſo infinite; for the Me- 
ridian is changed as well as the zenith and horizon, every ſtep we take 
towards the Eaſt or Weſt ; but if we paſs in a right line Northwards or 
Southwards, we ſtill continue under the fame Meridian, though we con- 
ſtantly change the zenith and horizon. However, geographers only 
reckon 360 Meridians, which are ſuppoſed to paſs through every degree 
of the equator. 

It has been cuſtomary for geographers to eſtabliſh a firſt Meridian; 
though this is altogether arbitrary; Ptolemy placed it at the ifland of 
Ferro, which is the moſt Weſtern of the Canaries ; the French do the 
ſame, and this has likewiſe been obſerved in the following Dictionary, 
becauſe the beſt maps now extant are graduated after that manner ; but 
the Dutch place it at the pike of Teneriff, and others at the Weſtern 
Iſlands. As for aſtronomers, they generally fix theirs at the place 
where they make their obſervations. The uſe of the Meridian in a 
globe is to ſhew when it is noon or midnight at the place to which it is 
applied; and to divide the viſible hemiſphere into two parts, namely, 
into oriental and occidental. On the ſame circle they reckon the greateſt 
altitude or elevation of the ſtars and planets above the horizon, It 

- ; alſo 
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alſo determines the right aſcenſion of the ſtars upon the equator, and 


the longitude of places upon the earth; for they are both nothing 
more than an arch of the equator, reckoned with regard to the ſtars 
from the equinoxial colure ; and with reſpe& to the places upon the 
earth, from the firſt Meridian to the Meridian of the propoſed place. 

It alſo ſerves to determine the«declination of the ſtars, and the latitude 
of towns ; both the one and the other being an arch of the Meridian, 
counted from the equator to the ſtar, or town propoſed ; for what is 
called declination in aſtronomy, is the ſame as latitude in geography. 

On this circle the elevation or height of the pole is taken, which is an 
arch of the Meridian, reckotted from the horizon to the pole, and is 
always equal to the latitude, whoſe compliment is the height of the 
equator above the horizon, The horizon and the meridian taken toge- | 
ther, divide the heavens into four parts, of which the firſt is the ſupe· 
rior oriental, the ſecond the ſuperior occidental, the third the inferior 
occidental, and the fourth the inferior oriental. | 


Of the Horizon. 


The Horizon is a great circle, which divides the world into two equal 
parts or hemiſpheres, of which one is ſuperior and viſible, and the other 
inferior and inviſible. This circle in a globe is the largeſt of all; and 
the meridian is incloſed therein with all the reſt of the ſphere. Beſides, 
it is immoveable, and on the circumference are marked the degrees of 
the twelve ſigns of the zodiac, the days of the twelve months of the 
year, and the thirty-two winds ; and they are of equal uſe with regard to 
ſpheres and globes. In the natural ſphere, the Horizon 1s the great circle, 
that ſeems to join the earth or ſea with the heavens, and which bounds 
and terminates our fight. Each particular place bas its Horizon fixed 
and immoveable, and yet we change it every ſtep we take; however, 
every one is in the center of his own Horizon. 'The poles of this circle 
are in the zenith or the point directly over our heads, as well as the 
nadir, which is directly oppoſite thereto. 

The Horizon is divided into a rational and ſenſible; ; the ate Is 
that which may be conceived to paſs through the centre of the earth, 
and divide the world into two equal parts, the one. the upper, and the 
other the lower. The ſenſible Horizon, though nearly as great as the 
rational, is, however, named a ſmall circle, parallel to the former which 
touches the ſurface of the earth at the very place whereon we ſtand ; 
but it does not divide the heavens into two equal parts like. the rational, 


aud vet the difference between them is almoſt inſer ſible. The rational 


Horizon makes ſeveral angles with the Equator, according to the poſi- 
tion of different places, and they are likewiſe diſtinguiſhed by ſeveral 
names, according to the different poſitions of the ſphere. 

The Horizon divides the world into two Hemif| pheres, as juſt obſerved; 
from whence it follows, that it is always day in the one and night in 
the other; It determines the riſing and ſetting of the ſtars, the length of 
day and ni ight, and the beginning of twilight and the dawn of the day, 
both which begin when the ſun is eighteen degrees below the Horizon. 


Theſe degrees likewiſe ſerye to determine the duration of twilight and 
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the dawn of the day; for neither the day nor the night are perfect till 
the ſun is entirely riſen above the Horizon, or fully depreſſed below it. 
It alſo diſtinguiches the cardinal points of the world, and where the 

Meridian and Horizon cut each other is the north and ſouth; and the 

place which the Horizon cuts the equator, 1s termed eaſt and W. By 
the help of theſe the remaining twenty-eight points are alſo determined, 
there being thirty-two in all, as above mentioned. | 

In ſpheres and globes, the rational Horizon is generally repreſented 
by a great circle, into which the grand meridian enters; and there is 
ſome breadth allowed, that there may be room to mark ſeveral things 
on the three different circles which it generally contains. As for. in- 
ſtance, the'principal winds, are on that-next the outſide ; the months in 
the middlemoſt, and on the innermoſt the ſigus of the Zotliac anſwer- 

wy fo every month. 
+ The ſphere or globe may be placed in Aber different manners with 
regard to the Horizon; from whence comes the diſtinction of the right, 
oblique, parallel and right ſphere. The right ſphere is when the poles of 
the world are in the Horizon, and the zenith and nadir in the equator. In 
„ this poſition of the ſphere, the circle deſcribed by the motion of the ſun 
5 are divided by the Horizon into two equal parts. And in this caſe the days 
| and nights will be always equal throughout the year, and the inhabi- 

tants will perceive the ſun paſs twice a year directly over their heads; 


f beſides, there is no part of the heavens that will not become viſible to

A The parallel ſphere i is that wherein the Horizon | is parallel to the equa- 
s tor, and whoſe zenith and nadir are in the poles of the world. In 
d this poſition of the ſphere, one half of the ecliptic will always be above 
r, the Horizon, and the other half below it.

nal ſhine during a fortnight each time. Beſides, ſoine ingenious authors 
501 - have affirmed, that the twilight is much greater at or near the poles, 
ral than in any other part of the earth. And if fo, theſe people will have 


the much greateſt part of the year the benefit of light of one kind or 


other; though it is certain they never can ſee above one half of the 
heavens, 


h of The oblique ſphere is that * has an oblique Horizon; and in this 
day, poſition of the ſphere, all the circles will be cut unequally by the Hori- 
zon. on, except the equator. . This poſition agrees to all people that inha- 


and pit any part between the equator and the poles, tor which reaſon there 
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are no equal days and nights in any place, except at the time of the 
equinoxes; and. conſequently, throughout all the reſt of the year, the 
length of the day will be greater or leſs than the night. This inequa- 
lity of the days and nights is, becauſe their Horizon cuts the diurnal. 
circles of the ſun into unequal parts ; and the inhabitants will ſee a part 
of the heavens more or leſs great, according as the pole i is more or leſs 


elevated above the Horizon. 


The two colures are two great circles that cut each other at right 
angles to the poles of the world. One of theſe is named the equinoxial 
colure, becauſe it paſſes by the two ſections of the equator and ecliptic, 
that mark the points of the equinoxes. The other is termed the ſolſti- 
tial colure, becauſe it cuts the equator in the points called the ſolſtices. 


The firſt of theſe happens when the ſun begins to touch Aries, or Libra, 


and the ſecond when he enters Cancer aud Capricorn. Theſe two circles 
ſerve to diyide the heavens into four parts, and the year into four 
ſeaſons. 


The tropics are two ſmall circles parallel to the equator, deſcribed : 


by the ficſt points of the firſt degrees of the ſigns termed Cancer and 
Capricorn, that is, where they touch the ecliptic. They are diſtant 
from the equator very near twenty-three degrees and a half. The ſun 


deſcribes theſe tropics about the zoth day of June, and the 21ſt day of 


September. When he touches the tropic of Cancer he makes the long- 


. eſt day for the inhabitants between the equator and the north pole; and 


when he comes to the beginning of Capricorn he makes the longeſt day 


for the people between the equator and the ſouth pole. On the contrary, 
the ſhorteſt day to the former will be when the ſun touches the tropic 


of Capricorn, and to the latter when he comes to the tropic of Can- 
cer. For this reaſon, theſe points are called the winter and the. ſum- 
mer tropics, as alſo the ſouthern and northern; and they are as it 
were the two barriers beyond which the ſun never paſſes. They in- 
clude that part of the earth uſually termed the torrid zone; and they 


mark upon the Horizon the four collateral points, which are the ſum- 


mer eaſt and weſt, and the eaſt and weſt of winter. [Likewiſe the 
difference from the ſame points determines the ſun's greateſt amplitude 
of riſing and ſetting. 

The two polar circles are diſtinguiſhed by the names of the artick 
and antartick ; and they are circles parallel to-the equator, deſcribed by 
the poles of the ecliptie, about thoſe of the world, by the revolution 
of the primum mobile, or firſt mover. They are termed polar, becauſe 
they include the poles of the zodiac in their circumference, or rather, 
becauſe they are near the poles of the world. They ſerve to bound the 


frigid and temperate zones, and include the ſpace of the frigid zones, 


comprehended between thoſe circles and the poles of the world. And 
likewiſe they include, with the two tropics, the two temperate zones. 
They alſo mark on the two colures, the interval comprehended between 
the poles of the world and the poles of the ecliptic, which is equal to 
the greateſt declination of the ſun, that is, 23 degrees and 29 miriutes. 
The two tropics, aud the two polar circles together, divide the heavens 


and earth into five zones ar bands; namely, the torrid, the two tempe

rate, and the two frigid zones. The equator lies in the middle of the 


e zone, and the poles give the middle of the frigid; beſides theſe 


cir&s juſt deſcribed, there are ſeveral others of great uſe in aſtronomy 3 
ſuch as the circles of longitude of the ſtars; thoſe of latitude of the 
ſame ; the circles of right aſcenſion, as well as thoſe of oblique aſcenſion 
and declination. REED TY | | 
Of the Circles ſuppoſed to be deſcribed on the Terreſtrial Globe. 
As the ſun, as well as the heavens, ſeems to turn about the earth, 


which geographers place in the center of the world, they have trans- 
ferred to the terreſtrial globe the greateſt part of the circles of the 


ſphere; for which reaſon the earth has its poles, its axis, its equator, its 
zodiac, its meridian, its horizon, its tropics, and polar cireles; but with _ 


regard to the colures, they have rejected them as uſeleſs. 
The two poles of the earth are the two points of the ſurface through 


which the axis of the world is ſuppoſed to paſs; and the axis of the 
earth is like a line drawn through the center of the earth, correſpondent 


to that in the heavens. The equinoxial line, or equator, is a great 
circle on the ſurface of the globe, over-againft the equator in the hea- 


vens. It cuts the globe into two equal parts, the one north and the 


other ſouth. The zodiac of the earth is a great circle, which anſwers to 
the zodiac in the heavens, or rather the ecliptic, and is divided into 
twelve ſigns. Its greateſt diſtance from the equator is 23 degrees 29 
minutes, as above. Its tropics are lefſer circles at the ſame diſtance 
from the equator, and the polar circles are thoſe of the ſmall kind, at 
the like diſtance from the poles. The horizon is a great circle which 
divides the globe into two hemiſpheres, the upper and the lower, as has 
been already obſerved. The horizon of the globe may become the ho- 
rizon of any particular people ; and what is called placing the globe 
horizontally, is to make the horizon of the globe become the horizon of 
the place; which is done by putting the place under the grand meri- 
dian, and elevating the pole above the horizon to the ſame height as 
the latitude of the place. 

The meridian is a great circle which paſſes by the globes of the ter- 


reſtrial globe, and cuts the horizon at the north and ſouth points. Each 


people has its different meridian, as before- mentioned; and the meri- 
dian dvides the globe into two parts, the one eaſtern and the other weſ- 
tern. The firſt meridian, as has been before obſerved, is arbitrary, and 


may be placed where-ever a perſon pleaſes ; but let it be placed where- 


ſoever it will, the longitude of a place is the diſtance between the firſt 
meridian and the meridian of the place ; or otherwiſe it is the arch of the 


parallel comprehended between the firſt meridian. and the meridian of 


the place. The latitude of a place is the diſtance between the zenith of 
that place and the equator, and it is either north or fouth. It may alſo be 


faid to be the elevation of the pole of the place above the horizon Thus 


with regard to London, as the arch of the parallel comprehended between 
the firſt meridian and the meridian of London is the longitude, it follows 
from thence that the degrees of longitude ſhould be reckoned upon 
parallel circles. In like manner the latitude of London being - an 
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arch of the meridian comprehended between the equator and the zenith 
of London, the degrees of latitude muſt be reckoned on the meridians z ; 
that is to ſay, on the great circles which paſs by the poles. | 

It may be readily perceived from hence, what longitude and latitude 
are, and that the degrees of latitude are all equal. They contain about 69 
"Engliſh ſtatute miles, or 20 marine leagues ; ; but thoſe of longitude, on the 
contrary, have no where that extent, except under the equator ; for they 
continually diminiſh as they ay the Jos e to Wes follow- 
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On the globes and maps of the world the degrees of longitude are 
marked on the equator, and thoſe of latitude on the grand meridian; but 


on particular maps the longitudes are always at the top and bottom, and 
the latitudes on the ſides to the right and left. 


Of the Diviſions of the Earth formed by the Circles of the Olle. 


The tropics and polar circles form the firſt diviſion of the earth 
into zones and ſhadows; and the meridians and circles of latitude pro- 
duce a ſecond with the parallel circles of thoſe of longitude. 5 

As the tropics and polar circles divide the heaven into five parts, they 
may be ſaid to do the ſame on the earth. Thus the torrid zone is com- 
prehended between the two tropics, and contains 47 degrees or 940 ma- 
rine leagues, and the inhabitants are named Amphiſcians, becauſe they 
have their ſnadows turned ſometimes towards one pole, and ſometimes 
towards the other. The two temperate zones are comprehended be- 
tween the tropics and the polar circles, and contain the ſame number of 
degrees each. The people that inhabit them are termed Heteroſcians, 
becauſe they have their ſnadows at noon turned always the ſame way; 
that is, always towards the north or ſouth poles. The two frigid zones 
are included between the polar circles and the poles, and have only half 
the breadth of the former; that is, twenty-three degrees and a half, 
which anſwer to 470 marine leagues. Thoſe who live within theſe limits 
are called Periſcians, becauſe their ſhadows always turn round about them, 
according to the different motions of the ſun. 

As the polar circles and tropics divide the earth into five Zones, and 
form a three-fold diverſity of ſhadows ; the ſame may be ſaid with regard 
to the difference of longitudes and latitudes, which form a three-fold diſ- 
tinction among the inhabitants of the earth. Thoſe who live in the 
ſame latitude, in the ſame hemiſphere, and at the diſtance of 180 de- 
grees of longitude are called Perioecians; and are in the ſame cli- 
mate, but the hours are oppoſite; for when it is noon at one 
place, it is midnight at the other. Thoſe who live in equal degrees 
of longitude and latitude in different hemiſpheres, are called Antce- 
cians ; that is to ſay, oppoſite inhabitants; and theſe have oppoſite ſea- 
ſons; that is, when it is winter at one place, it is ſummer at the other, 


and the contrary. The Antipodes are thoſe who live diametrically op- 


poſite to each other, having equal latitude and longitude; but with a dif- 
ference of 180 degrees of the latter; and theſe have not only their ſea- 
ſons, but days and hours oppoſite to each other. 


Of the Climates. 


A climate isa ſpace of the earth comprehended between two paraliielh/ai at 
the end of which the length of the longeſt days are increaſed half an hour 
in the ſummer ſeaſon, The better to underſtand this we muſt obſerve, 
that under the equator the greateſt day is no more than twelve hours, 
and that, in proportion as we advance towards the polar circles, the days 
of each climate encreaſe half an hour till we arrive at the polar circles; 
for then the longeſt days conſiſt of twenty-four hours. Thus there is 
twenty-four n. in all on each ſide of the equator. Some, _ 

| : BY this, 
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this, talk of climates of months; but this is ſo uſeleſs a diſtinction, that it. 
is not worth the reader's potice. However, it will not be improper to 
obſerve, that the ſpaces of the half-hour climates, if they were marked 

on the globe, would become narrower as they advanced near the poles. 


It is eaſy to know in what climate a city is, by obſerving the longeſt day; 


as for inſtance, at London, where the days are ſixteen hours long, we 
need only fubſtra twelve from the number, and there will remain four ; 
then multiply this by two, and you will have eight, which is the climate 
of London. The ſame may be done for any other climate. 


Of the Operations which may be performed, auith the aſſiſtance of a Glibe. 


To rectify the globe for a particular place, ſuch as London, the north 
pole muſt be elevated to the ſame height: as for inſtance, 51 degrees 
30 minutes, in the ſame manner as has been already taught, and then 


London muſt be placed under the grand meridian. And here it may be 


obſerved, that the number of degrees to which the pole muſt be ele- 
vated, is always equal to the latitude of the place. To find the longi- 
tude and latitude of a place, you muſt turn the globe till it comes un- 
der the grand meridian, and then ſtick the point of a needle perpendi- 
cularly over it, and it will mark the latitude at the meridian, * will 


determine its longitude on the equator. 


To find the place of the ſun on an appointed day; as for 1 
the eighteenth of Auguſt, ſeek this day on the horizon, and you will 


find it anſwer to the 23d degree of Leo, in the circle of the ſigns. Af- 


terwards ſeek for the ſame degree in the zodiac of the globe, and that 


will be the place of the ſun on the eighteenth of Auguſt; that |; 
is, the ſun will be in that degree of the celeſtial zodiac, which an- 


ſwers to that of the terreſtrial Zodiac. To find on what day the ſun paſſes o 
per pendicularly over a place in the torrid zone, you muſt obſerve whether it 
be in that zone or not. - Suppoſe the place to be Goa, which lies in the 
16th degree of north latitude, you muſt put it under the grand meri- 
dian, and turn the glove about, and fee what degrees of the zodiac 
will paſs under this latitude ; and you will find two, namely, the thir- 
teenth degree of Taurus, and the ſeventeenth degree of Leo; then when 
the ſun comes to the thirteenth degree of Taurus, that is, on the 3d of 
May, and to the 17th degree of Leo, on the 11th of Auguſt, it will be 
perpendicular at Goa, 

To know the riſing and ſetting of the ſun on a propoſed day ; as for 
inſtance, on the 15th of May at Paris, elevate the pole 48 degrees 50 
minutes, and then ſeek the place of the ſun on the 15th of May, which 
will be in the 24th degree of Taurus. Put this place under the grand 
meridian, and the horary needle to the ſouth. Turn the globe towards 
the eaſt till the 24th degree of Taurus'touch the horizon ; do the ſame 


' weſterly, and obſerve the hour on the horary quarter, and you will ſee 


for the morning four hours and a half, and ſeven hours and a half 
for the evening.' By theſe means you may know the length of the day ; 
that is, by adding ſeven hours and a half to ſeven hours and a half, 
and that will give fifteen hours, Beſides, the number of half hours more 
ou twelve will ſhew what climate the place lies in; but it will not be 

| improper 
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improper to obſerve, that theſe are now ſcarcely ever taken notice of by 


thoſe that are converſant in this ſort of learning. 
To know what hour it is at one place when it is noon at another; as 


for inſtance, what hour it is at Vienna when it is noon at Paris, you 


muſt put Paris under the grand meridian and the horary needle on the 
ſouth; turn then the globe towards the weſt till Vienna comes under the 
grand meridian, and the needle will ſhew what hour it is after noon. 
The globe is turned that way, becauſe Vienna lies to the eaſt, the ſpace 
of fifteen degrees, or one hour. To know what hour it is in any part 
of the earth, at any hour propoſed as eight o'clock in the morning at 
London, you muſt proceed as you did before, this propoſition being 
ay" a conſequence of the former. 


Of the Points of the Compaſs. 


The earth may be conſidered with regard to the four cardinal points, 
which are the north, ſouth, eaſt and weſt; and all the points included 
between them may have reſpect to a particular place. By this means we 
know the ſituation of the countries of the world, with regard to each other; 
for ſome are oriental, or towards the eaſt, with regard to thoſe that are 
occidental, or lie weſterly of them. Thus England is -to the weſt of 
France; and Poland is to the eaſt of Germany; as alſo Africa is to the 
ſouth of Europe. 

We may eaſily diſtinguiſh the points that lie between thoſe that 


are cardinal; thus, though Spain is to the ſouth of France, yet it 


likewiſe lies to the weſtward thereof; but as they do not lie ex- 
actly ſouth or weſt of each other, Spain may be ſaid to lie ſouth-weſt of 


France; and for the ſame reaſon, on the contrary, France will be north- 


eaſt, with regard to Spain. The like may be ſaid of any two other 


countries. 


For the more readily finding upon the terreſtrial globe the ſituation 
of places, with reſpect to the four cardinal points, you muſt con- 
ſider that the equatar, and the circles of latitude parallel thereto, pre- 
ciſely mark the places that are oriental and occidental of each other; and 
that the meridians will readily diſcover thoſe that lie north and ſouth of 
each other. Thus all places lying under the equator, or any of its pa- 


rallels, are eaſt and weſt of each other, and thoſe that are ſeated under 


the ſame meridian, are north and ſouth one of another. But all other 
places that are not ſeated in this manner, decline from the four cardinal 
ints either more or leſs. 
The circumference of the horizon is divided into thirty- two equal parts, 
by as many circles of poſition ; and theſe ſame circles will repreſent the 
thirty-two winds that are of ſo great uſe in navigation. 'Theſe winds 


are diſtinguiſhed into the four principal or cardinal, four ſeconds, eight 


thirds, and ſixteen fourths. The four principal are the eaſt, weſt, north, 
and fouth ; and the eaſt and weſt are the two points of the riſing and 
ſetting - of the ſun on the oy. of the equinoxes. Theſe are called cag- 

dinal winds. 
The four ſecondary winds are by ſome called collateral, lying. exactly 
between the four former, and with them divide the horizon into eight 
| equal 
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equa] parts. They take their names from the former; for that which 
is between the north- and eaſt is called the North-eaſt ; that between 
the north and weſt is named the North-weſt ; between the ſouth and 
eaſt, the South-eaſt; and that between the ſouth and weſt the South- 
weſt. Theſe are the eight principal winds. 

The eight that are of the third fort lie between the former, and take 
their names from thence. Thus for that which is between the north and 
north-eaſt is called the North, North-eaſt; and that between the ſouth 
and ſouth eaſt is called South, South-eaſt ; and ſo of the reſt. 

The ſixteen remaining winds divide the former into two equal parts, 
and their names are likewiſe derived from them. Thus thoſe which lie near- 
elt the four cardinal; as for inſtance, between the north and the north, 
north-weſt, is termed North and by Weſt : the next beyond the north, 
north-weſt, is called North-weſt and by North ; that which follows beyond 
the north-weſt is called North-weſt by Weſt ; and, laſtly, that after weſt 


_ north-weſt, is termed Weſt and by North. Theſe are the names which 
are in one quarter of the compaſs ; from whence the reſt may readily 


receive their proper denominations. 
Of the Meaſures made uſe of in Geography. 


The diſtance of places is meaſured by an arch of a great circle of 
the terreſtrial globe, by means of which the number of degrees between 
one place and another may be readily known; and theſe degrees being 


- multiplied by the number of leagues, or miles, each degree contains, ac- 


cording to the cuſtom of the country where any one happens to be, the 
product will ſhew how many leagues or miles are contained in this 
diſtance. Thus there are 60 marine or Italian miles in one degree; 
which is the ſame thing as 20 marine leagues, The Engliſh mea- 
ſured or ſtatute miles require about 69 and a quarter to make a degree. 
The Ruſſian werſt or wurſt contains 3504 Engliſh feet, and there is 
about one hundred and four or five to a degree. There are about 56 
Atabian miles in a degree, and 25 common French Leagues; but the 
great French leagues are the ſame as the marine. Fifteen German miles 
make a degree, and about 19 Dutch miles. Poliſh miles are the ſame as 
the marine leagues ; but there are ſeventeen and a half Spaniſh marine 
leagues in a degree. Common computed Scotch miles are 40 in a de- 
gree, as well as the Iriſh; and there are 10 Hungarian miles in the ſame 
ſpace. There are 12 Swediſh and Daniſh leagues in a degree; and 


thoſe of Switzerland are of the ſame length. An Indian koſs is of the 
ſame length as a common French league; but there are only 12 gos 
to a degree in the ſame country. Beſides theſe ſettled meaſures, there 
are others, called by ſome ſtations, and of theſe there are three in a de- 


gree; ſtages or days j journeys have only two in the ſame ſpace. 
O rhe Terms uſed in Geography. | 
The word Geography comes from the Greek, and ſignifies a deſerip- 


tion of the earth; by the earth is meant the terraqueous globe, com- 


poſed of land and water, and it is commonly called the terreſtrial globe, 


8 is the de ſeri ption of a country, e or county; as for 
| Inſtance, 
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inſtance, Yorkſhire, Topography is the deſcription of a particular place, 
as a town, and the like, Aydrography is a ee of the water, 
ſuch as oceans, ſeas, and lakes. 

As the earth may be repreſented either in the whole, or in part, thence 
comes the difference between geographical charts or maps, which 
however may be reduced to two kinds; namely, general and particular. 
Among the former, is the map of the world, or planiſphere, which ſhews 
the two ſurfaces of the whole terreſtrial globe, which is, as it were, cut in 
two by the firſt meridian; as alſo' the maps which deſcribe ſome prin- 
cipal part of the globe; ſuch as Europe, Aſia, Africa, and America: and 
even kingdoms ; as for inſtance, Poland, Spain, Italy, Great Britain, and 
the like. However, thoſe maps may be called particular, which repre- 
ſent any particular country; but they are more properly ſuch as give an 
account only of a part, as Naples in Italy, Normandy in France, and 
Staffordſhire: in England. 

Alfter all, nothing can give a better or more general idea of the 
earth than a globe, becauſe it is of the ſame ſhape and figure; but 
as it is impoſſible to make one large enough to ſhew every part of 

the earth and ſea diſtinctly, there is a neceſſity of having recourſe to 
general and particular maps. 

Geography, as well as other arts and ſciences, has terms proper to 
itſelf ; ſome of which have relation to the earth, and others to the 
water. 

A continent, called by ſome Terra Firma, is a large part of the earth, 
which comprehends ſeveral countries that are not ſeparated by any ſea ; 
thus Europe is a continent. 

An iſland, or iſle, is a portion of the earth entirely are with 
water. A peninſula, or cherſoneſe, is a quantity of land which is only 
joined to a continent by a neck of the ſame, it being every where elſe 
encompaſſed with water. 

An iſthmus, or neck of land, is that part by which a penmfula is 
Joined to the land, as the iſthmus of Suez and Darien. | 

A promontory is a high part of land, which advances or ſtretches into 
the ſea, and is commonly called a cape, when it appears like a mountain; 
but when the advanced part has little elevation, it is termed a point. 
Thus the Cape of Good Hope is a mountainous promontory. 

An ocean is a large collection of waters ſurrounding a conſiderable part 
of the continent; ſuch as the Atlantic and Northern Oceans. 

A ſea is a ſmaller collection of waters, when underſtood in a ſtrict 
ſenſe, as the Britiſh and Iriſh Seas; but, in general, every part of the 
ocean may be called the ſea; and it is ſtill more general, when the ter- 
raqueous globe 1 is ſaid to conſiſt of land and ſea. 

A gulph 1 is a part of the ſea ſurrounded with land, except in one part, 
where it communicates with the ocean; as the Gulph of Bengal, the 
Gulph of Florida; and yet theſe are more properly ſeas than the Me- 
diterranean, the Baltick, and the Black Seas, which, properly ſpeaking 
are Gulphs, as well as the Gulph of Venice. 

A bay is ſaid to differ from a gulph only in being leſs, and more 
narrow at the entrance than within; but this is far from being true, 

for 
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for a bay has a wider entrance in proportion than a gulph; and it may 
be alſo. larger than ſome gulphs; as for inſtance, the Bay of Biſcay ; 
tho' it muſt be acknowledged bays in general are much ſmaller. A 
creek is a ſmall inlet, and is always much leſs than a bay. 


A road is a place upon any coaſt where there is good anchorage, and | 


where veſſels, in ſome ſenſe, are ſheltered from the wind. 


. 
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A ftrait is a narrow paſſage which joins two ſeas, two gulphs, or a ſea 


and a gulph; ſuch as the Sound, near the Baltic; and the ſtraits of 
Gibraltar, . between the Atlantic Ocean and the Mediterranean. | 

A lake is a collection of ſtanding water ſurrounded by land, 
having no viſible communication with the ſea. Thus the Caſ- 
pian Sea is truly and properly a lake; and there is another near 
it, called the Lake of Aral, which has hardly ever been taken notice of 


by former geographers, it being but a late diſcovery. It is about one 
third as big as the Caſpian ſea, and ſeveral rivers are now known to run 


into it, which by former writers were ſaid to fall into the Caſpian ſea. 
Smaller lakes are thoſe of Ladoga, Geneva, and ſeveral others to be 
mentioned hereafter. WES = pe AE Reba 

A river is a ſtream of water that has its ſource from a ſpring, which 
always keeps running till it falls into ſome other river, or into the ſea, 


A general Account of the moſt renarlable Parts of the Terreſtrial Globe. 


The terreſtrial globe, as has been already obſerved, may be divided into 
two parts; namely, the land and the ſea. The land contains the old 
world, the new, and the parts unknown. The ancient world includes 
the continents and the iſlands. The continent contains Europe, Aſia, 
and Africa. f | | Wo 


In Europe, towards the north is Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Muſ- 


covy or Ruſſia. About the middle, from weſt to eaſt, France, Ger- 
many, Bohemia, Hungary, and Poland. And towards the fouth, Spain, 
Portugal, Italy, and Turkey in Europe. 


The north part of Aſia contains Ruſſia, Siberia, and Muſcovite Ph | 


. tary. In the middle, from weſt to eaſt, is Turkey in Aſia, Perſia, Grand 
Tartary, Thibet, and China. Towards the ſouth is Arabia, the Mogul's 
country, and India on this fide and beyond the Ganges. | 
In Africa, to the north of the equator, are Barbary, Egypt, Negro- 

land, Guinea, Nubia, and Abyflinia; and to the ſouth of the equator, 

are Congo, the country of the Hottentots, and many others not entirely 
diſcovered. Here it will Þe proper to obſerve, that the principal coun- 
tries are only taken notice of to avoid too great a repetition of what 

is contained in the body of the Dictionary. 3 


Of the Iſlands. 


The iſlands are divided into thoſe of Europe, Aſia, and Africa. The 


lands of the ocean are Great Britain, Ireland, Iceland, and the iſles of 


the Baltic Sea. In the Mediterranean, from eaſt to weſt, Majorca, Mi- 


norca, Maltha, Sicily, Sardinia, Corſica, Candi a, Mi- 
of the Archipelago. 7 | | 5 N Corfu, and the iſlands 
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The iſlands of Aſia, in the Ocean, are the Maldives, Ceylon, Suma- 
tra, Java, and Borneo, called the iſles of Sunda, the Moluccas, the Philip- 
pines, and the Mary-Anns,” More towards eaſt are the iſles of Formoſa 
and thoſe of Japan, and in the Mediterranean, are Cyprus and Rhodes. 


The iſlands of Africa, in the Atlantic Ocean, are the Canaries, the iſlands 
of Cape de Verd, of St. Thomas, Aſcenſion, and St. Helena. To the 


eaſt of Africa are Madagaſcar, the Iſle of Bourbon, Mauritius, and the 


iſlands of Comora. 

The New Werld contains the continent and the iſles. The continent is 
divided into North and South America; and the northern part comprehends 
Canada, New England, Maryland, Virginia, Nova Scotia, New Jerſey, 
Penſylvania, Carolina, Georgia, and the other part of Florida: add to 
theſe, New Mexico, California, and Mexico, or New Spain. South Ame- 
rica comprehends Terra Firma, or Golden Caſtile, Peru, Brazil, Paraguay, 
Chili, and Terra Magellanica. The iſlands to the weſt or the South Sea, 
are thoſe of Solomon, and many others. Thoſe to the eaſt, from north 
to ſouth, are Newfoundland, the Weſtern Iflands, the Luccays, and the 
Carribee Iſlands, or the Weſt Indies. | 

The iſlands and land towards the North Pole, ſome parts. .of which are. 
not fully diſcovered, are Greenland, Spitzbergen, and Nova Zembla. 
Thoſe places between the equator and the ſouthern Pole, not fully diſ- 
covered, are New Guinea, New Britain, Carpentaria, and New Holland. 
Near the South of America is Terra del Fuego, and ſeveral other places. 

The principal iſthmus's of the world are, the iſthmus of Corinth, which 
joins the Morea, formerly Peloponneſus, with Greece : the iſthmus of Pre- 


cop, that joins Little Tartary to Crim Tartary. 


The moſt remarkable iſthmus: in Aſia, is that of Teneſſerim, which 
unites the peninſula of Malacca with the kingdom ↄf Siam in India beyond 
the Ganges. | 

In Africa is one extremely remarkable, already mentioned, which is the 
iſthmus of Suez, that joins Atia to Africa, and is about 75 miles over. 
Different monarchs were formerly tempted to join the Ocean with the 
Mediterranean, by cutting a canal acroſs. Some pretend they aban- 
doned this work for fear the lower part of Egypt ſhould be laid under 
water, 

In America the principal iſthmus is that of Dagams, which j Joins the 
north part of America to the ſouth.

Of the Ao 


The ſea is divided into that which ſurrounds the continents and 
the interior; that is, that which is almoſt encloſed and ſurrounded by 
the continent. 

That of the Old Continent has four different names, according to the 
four cardinal parts of the world ; namely, the Northern or Frozen Ocean, 
the Eaſtern or Indian Ocean, the South or Ethiopic Ocean, and the Weſ- 
tern or Atlantic Ocean. | 

The exterior ſea of the new continent preſerves the general name of 
dea, viz. that of the n which waſhes the eaſtern part of America; and 
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the South Sea, or Pacific Ocean, which is betw 
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een Aſia and America, and 


is to the weſt of the laſt. 


The interior ſeas of our continent are the Mediterranea 
Sea, the White Sea, or Gulph of Ruſſia, between Finland and the port 
of Archangel; the Black, or Euxine Sea; the Sea of Marmora, formerly 
the Propontis; the Sea of Zabach, or Azopb, anciently the Palus Meo- 
tis, near the Black Sea; the Caſpian Sea, which is more properly a lake; 
the Red Sea, or the Arabian Gulph; the Gulph of Perſia, between Ara- 
bia and Perſia. . | 

The interior ſeas, near America, are the Vermillion Sea, near California; 


the Gulph of St. Lawrence, near Newfoundland ; and the Gulph of ,

In Africa 
there are ſeveral of theſe mentioned in the maps, but of theſe we know | 
ſo little, that we ſhall forbear giving any deſcription of them. However,

Tne moſt noted rivers in Europe are, the Thames in England; the 


Torneo in Sweden, at the bottom of the Gulph of Bothnia; the Volga, 
or Wolga, in Ruſſia; the Danube, which runs a conſidera 
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through Germany, and ends its courſe in Turky in Europe; the Donn, 
or F anais, in Ruſſia; the Boriſthenes, or Nieper, in Poland; the 
Rhine in Germany; the Loire in France ; the Po in Italy ; and the 
Tajo in Spain. 

In Afia the principal rivers are, the Tigris and Euphrates, i in Turky 
in Europe; the river Sind, or Indus, and the Ganges in India; the 


Kian and Hoan in China; and the jeliſca and Oby in Siberia. 


In Africa there are the Nile, whoſe ſource is in Abyſſinia, which runs 
through the middle of Egypt to the Mediterranean Sea; the Niger in 
Negroland, of which ſome would have the Senegal and Gambia to be two 


branches; but this is uncertain. The Zaire is in Congo, and Cuama 
near the country of Hottentots. 


In North America there are very conſiderable rivers; namely, St. Law- 
rence, which has its courſe through Canada; and the Miſſiſſippi, which 
runs from north to ſouth through Louiſiana, and falls into the Gulph of 
Mexico, In South America there is the River of the Amazons, which 
ſome take to be the greateſt in the world, and the river of Paraguay, or 
Plata. 


Of the Religions of the Warld. 


All the different religions in every part of the world may be reduced 
to four; Judaiſm, Chriſtianity, Mahometaniſm, and Paganiſm. Judaiſm 
has two branches ; Judaiſm, properly ſo called, and the Samaritan reli- 
gion, which differs from the former in many particulars. 

Chriſtianity has three branches; that called the Roman Catholic reli- 
gion; that of the Greek church, which is divided into different ſeas; and 
the Proteſtants. Theſe laſt are divided into that of the Lutherans, the 
Calviniſts, Anabaptiſts, Socinians, and Quakers. However, the church 
of England, which is the beſt een in the world, cannot properly 
be ſaid to be any of theſe. 

Mahometaniſm is divided into two ſects; namely, that of Omar, fal- 
lowed by the Turks, Moguls, and the Mahometans of Africa; and that 
of Aly, ſon-in-law of Mahomet, followed by the Perſians. There are 
Pagans over all the world except- in Europe ; but their religions are of 
different kinds, and ſo numerous that it is impoſſible to deſcribe them all. 
Paganiſm i is ſaid to extend over one half of Aſia, five parts in fix of Africa, 
and nineteen. parts of twenty of the inhabitants of America. The 


moſt extenſive is that of Fo, which prevails over Thibet, or the weſtern 


Tartary, the two peninſulas of the Indies, with ſeven parts in eight 


Jof the inhabitants of the Mogul's empire, China, and moſt of the Indian 
Yiſlands. 


Chriſtianity prevails all over Europe, and among all the European 


W ſettlements in America; and it is ſtill profeſſed in many parts of the 


Turkiſh dominions; not to mention the converts made by the Portugueſe | 
in Atrica and the Eaſt Indies. 

The Jews are no longer a nation, and therefore Judaiſm cannot 
properly be ſaid to be eltabliſhed any where; but as the Jews them- 
ſel yes are ſpread all over the old continent, their religion is {till Kept up 
1 d 2 LS among 
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among them. They are ſaid of late to have got footing in America ; but 


they are ſo few in number they are not worth notice. _ 
Mahometaniſm prevails over all the Turkiſh empire in Europe and 
Aſia, Little Tartary, Arabia, Perſia, Great and Little Bocharia, the 


Mogul's empire, many of the Indian iſlands, and the northern and eaſtern 


coaſts of Africa; infomuch that ſome pretend to tell us it is fix times 


more extended than Chriſtianity. 


Of :he different Languages. 


Some geographers inform us, that there are fifteen general languages; 


namely, the Latin, Teutonic, the Sclavonian, the Greek, the Arabian, 
the Tartarian, the Chineſe, the African, or Bereberan, the Ethiopian, 
that of the Negroes, the Mexican, the Peruvian, the Taphuyan, the 


 Gnyaran, and the Calibayan. Theſe five laſt are ſpoke in America; 


but are not ſo general as theſe authors pretend; for even in North 
America, which is beſt known to the Europeans in general, there. is ſo 
great a variety, that it would be very difficult to enumerate them all. 
The ſame may be ſaid of the language of the Negroes ; for there is no 


perſon whatever who has ſailed along the coaſt of Africa from the river 


of Senegal to the Cape of Good Hope, but muſt have met with a great 
number of tongues not underſtood by their neighbours ; even in thoſe 
ſmall diſtricts to which the Europeans have given the name of king- 


doms. The ſame may be ſaid of the inhabitants of the eaſtern coaſt of 


Africa from the Cape of Good Hope to the Straits of Bab-el-mandel. 

The Latin is now a dead language, though it continues to be taught 
in ſchools all over Europe. Some would have the Teutonic to be the 
natural language of Germany, Scandinavia, and the Britiſh iſlands, 
they being only different dialects of the ſame tongue. However, ſome 
affirm the Celtic, or Keltic, was the original and general language 


of Europe; and that it ſtill prevails in the north of Scotland, Ireland, 
and Wales. | | 0 


The Sclavonian is ſaid to be the original of the Dalmatian, Boſnian, 
Albanian, Servian, Bulgarian, Moldavian, Bohemian, Silefian, Poliſh, 
Rufhan, Mingrelian, and Circaſſian. | Tl 

The Greek was extended where-ever its empire prevailed, as did the La- 
tin throughout the Romap empire, and which, in ſome meaſure, ſwal- 
lowed up the Greek; however, this laſt is till ſpoken, though corrupt- 
ly, in the ſouthern part of Turky in Europe; that is, in ancient Greece, 
and the iſlands of the Archipelago, as alſo in Natolia in Aſia. The 
Arabic is ſpoken, or at leaſt underſtood in Arabia, Turky in Aſia, 
Perſia, and India; and likewiſe in Barbary, Egypt, Zara, Nubia, and 
Zanguebar, = | | 

The Tartarian is underſtood in Great Tartary, Muſcovite Tartary, and 
in ſome parts of Turky in Aſia, the Mogul's country, and China. The 


Chineſe is not only ſpoken in China, but in ſome parts of India, and 
many of the iſlands of Aſia. | TR 


The Latin tongue, as was obſerved before, is now a dead language; 


but there is ſtill a ſtrong tincture of it in the Italian, French, Spaniſh, 
and Portugueſe languages. It has alſo furniſhed not only the Engliſh, 
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8 but almoſt all the languages in Europe with a great number of words; 
| and eyen the Greek is generally made uſe of in our technical terms, be- 
_ cauſe arts and ſciences were in ſome ſenſe derived from the Grecians. 
But we.muſt not. forget the Chaldaic, from which the Weſtern Syriac, the 
Hebrew, the Arabic, and the Abyſſinian languages are derived. The 
Malayan tongue prevails over a great part of India beyond the Ganges, 
and many of the iſlands near it. Thereis ſtillanother, called the Manchew, 
which prevails in the eaſtern parts of Tartary ; beſides twenty-two more, 
of which ſpecimens are given by Strahlenberg, who was thirteen years a 
captive in Siberia. After all; there is no doubt to be made but there are 
many others of which we have not the leaſt account; therefore that of 
all the languages ſpoken at preſent in different parts of the world, muſt 
needs be very imperfect; not to mention that there are many countries 
whoſe coaſts have been touched upon by A whole languages 
are entirely unknown. 


Of zhe different Inhabitants of the Earth. 
- Though there is a great variety of complexions, or colours of the 
ſkin, in different parts of the world, yet they may all be reduced to four: 


namely, the white; the black, the tawney, and the red. Among the whites, 
may bè reckoned the Europeans, the inhabitants of -Natolia, Armenia,

T9 Georgia, the inhabitants of Perſia near the Caſpian Sea, ſome of the Tar- 
*F 3 tars, and the Chineſe in the northern parts of China, 

The people are tawney in Barbary, Egypt, -Zara, Sahara, and Zan- 
. guebar; that is, in the north parts of Africa; as alſo the inhabitants of 
Aſia in Syria, Diarbec, Arabia, the ſouthern provinces of China, and in 


ſome of the moſt eaſtern iſlands of Aſia. Many of the Indians are yel-- 
lowiſh, but not ſo perfectly as to deſerve being placed in a diſtinct 
claſs. 

All the Americans, except the Eſkimaux, are red, which appears more 
or leſs bright, according to their different manner of living and being 
expoſed more or leſs to the inclemency of the air: beſides, it is almoſt 
an univerſal cuſtom to dawb themſelves over with bears-greaſe or oil, 
which, in ſome meaſure, conceals their real complexion ; therefore it is 
no wonder that many travellers have affirmed that their colour is olive. But 
where they are more civilized, and have been prevailed upon to cloath 

themſelves, they are all of a bright red copper colour; and, which is very 
| remarkable, have no hair on any parts of their hodies, except their heads, 
where it is black and coarſe, like horſe-hair. Some have obſerved, that 
they employ their women to pull off their beards by the roots; and in 
this moſt geographers have blindly copied each other. However, it 
is now well known, from the relations of the moſt intelligent and curious 
travellers, who have been in different parts of America, that they have 
not the leaſt ſign of a beard; and therefore they could not be deprived 
of them in that manner. Beſides, we have had Americans here in Eng- 
land, whoſe beards muſt have appeared, if they ever had any; becauſe it 
is well known, that if you pluck up as many hairs by the roots as you 
pleaſe, they will all grow again, which every one has it in his power to 
experience. 


The 
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The Africans in general are all black, except thoſe above-mentioned ; 


and theſe, as ſome pretend, were originally colonies from different parts 


of Europe and Aſia. The hair of their heads is curled like wool, and 
this without any exception, unleſs on the eaſtern coaſts of Africa and 
Madagaſcar, where Arabians have ſettled among them; and even in 


_ theſe places the ſkins continue black, and their hair, though long, al- 


ways curls. There are a great many blacks in Aſia, particularly in 
India on this ſide the Ganges ; but their hair is long and ſtrait. Some 
would have theſe to be only of an olive complexion, becauſe they are not 


quite ſo black as the Negroes; but be this true or falſe, it is of very lit- 


tle moment. | 


The viſages of the inhabitants of different. parts of the world are alſo 
very different; for ſome are very frightful, ſuch as the Laplanders, the 


Eſkimaux, and more particularly the Samoides. As for the Europeans, 


their features are well known to every one, and in general, they are the moſt 


beautiful of all mankind, except the inhabitants of Georgia in Aſia, who 
are thought to have the beſt complexions, and the moſt handſome faces 
in the world. The Spaniards and Portugueſe are not fo fair as ſome 


other Europeans, which is thought to be owing to their mixture 
with the Moors, who originally came out of Syria and Arabia. The 
inhabitants of the peninſulas of India, though their complexions ate ſo 


dark, have generally European features; whereas the blacks of Africa 


have almoſt univerſally thick lips and flat noſes. There might be many 


other diſtinctions between the people of different countries; but as 


they more or leſs approach in their aſpe& to thoſe already mentioned, 


they need not be particularly taken notice of; for as for the inhabi- 


tants of New Guinea and New Holland, though they always have their 


eyes almoſt ſhut, and a tooth wanting in the upper jaw before, yet this 


is only an accidental difference. |

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_ Of the Government and Trade of England. 


THOUGH it is common in books of geography to inſert a ſu- 
1 perficial account of the diviſions" and peculiarities of the diffe- 
rent countries of the world, yet as this has been already done in the 
body. of this Dictionary, it would be altogether unneceſſary to give a 


ſhort account her: of what has been more fully treated of already. 
All that ſeems to be wanting to complete this work relates to the go- 


vernment and trade of England, of which we ſhall now give a more 
particular deſcription. 


Of thc E cclefraſtical Government and Courts. 


The convocation formerly, at leaſt, had the principal part of the ec- 


cleſiaſtical government; for this is a national ſynod of the clergy aſſembled 
together, to conſider of the ſtate of the church, and to call thoſe to an. 


account who have broached new opinions, inconſiſtent with the doc- 


trines of the church of England. But in a late reign, they having been 


thought 
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thought to proceed with too great ſeverity againſt the delinquents of 
this kind, they have not been permitted to ſit any long time ſince. 
However, they are called together at the ſame time as the parlia- 
ment, by the authority of the king, who directs his writs to the archbi- 
ſhop of each province to ſummons all biſhops, deans, arch-deacons, &c, 
to meet at a certain time and place. The convocation conſiſts of one 
proctor ſent from each cathedral and collegiate church, and two from 
the body of the inferior clergy of each dioceſe. The upper houſe in 
the province of Canterbury conſiſts of the archbiſhop, who is preſident, 
and twenty-two biſhops; and the lower houſe is compoſed of all 


the deans, archdeacons, and proctors, as above; in all, one hundred 


and ſixty-ſix. The archbiſhop of York may likewiſe hold a convocation 
at the ſame time. 
| King Henry the VIIth's chapel, at Weſtminſter, i is generally the place 
of meeting for the province of Canterbury; and Vork for the province 
of Vork. The firſt buſineſs of the lower houſe is to chuſe a prolocu- 
tor, who is preſented to the upper houſe by two of the members; one 
of them / making a ſpeech in Latin, and the prolocutor ele& another; ; to 
which the archbiſhop returns an anſwer in the ſame language. 
Under theſe two archbiſhops there are twenty-four biſhops 3 that i is, 
twenty-one.in the province of Canterbury, and three in the province of 
York. Theſe have all the title of lords, on account of the baronies an- 
nexed to the biſnopric; and they take place of all other barons, as 
well in parliament as in other aſſemblies. The firſt of theſe is the bi- 


ſhop of London, who is dean of the epiſcopal church of that province; 


the next is Durham, and then Wincheſter ; but all the reſt take place 
according to the ſeniority of their conſecrations. 

The buſineſs of a biſhop, according to his epiſcopal order, is to ordain 
prieſts and deacons, to conſecrate churches and burying-places, and to 
adminiſter the rites and ceremonies of confirmation. 

The juriſdiction of a biſhop relates to the probation of wills; to grant 
adminiſtration of goods to ſuch as die inteſtate; to take care of periſn- 


able goods, when no one will adminiſter; to collate benefices; to grant | 


inſtitutions to livings; to defend the liberties of the church; and to vi- 
fit his own dioceſe once in three years. Befides theſe, there are many 
other particulars which our room will not permit us to mention. 
The court of Arches is the molt ancient conſiſtory of the province of 
ee ee and all appeals in church matters are directed, to this 
court. The proceſſes run in the name of the judge, who is called Dean 
of the Arches; and the advocates who plead in this court mult be Doc- 
tors of the Civil Law. The court of Audience has the ſame authority 


as this, and the archbiſhop s Chancery was formerly joined to this. The 


Prerogative Court is that wherein wills are proved, and adminiſtrations 
taken out. 

The court of Peculiars, relating to certain pariſhes, have a juriſdiction 
among themſelves ſor the probate of wills; and therefore are exempt 
from the biſhop's courts. The ſee of un has no 0 lels than id 
ſeven of theſe Peculiars. |

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The court of Delegates is ſo called, becauſe it conſiſts of commoners 
delegated or appointed by the royal commiſſion ; but it is no ſtanding

Of the Parliament of Great-Britain. 


This auguſt body conſiſts of two houſes, one of which is called the 
houſe of lords, and the other the houſe of commons. Before the 
union, the houſe of lords conſiſted of the ſpiritual and temporal peers of 
England; and the houſe of commons of 5 13 knights, burgeſſes, and citi- 
Zens. But ſince the union, there are ſixteen peers of Scotland added to 
the houſe -© lords, and 45 commoners to the houſe of commons. The 
firſt 'of theſe are choſen before the ſitting of every new parliament, by 
the peers of Scotland, out of their own body. 1. 3 


the dignity of the crown, and to keep inviolable the privileges of the peo- 

ple. They are alſo to raiſe ſubſidies, to make laws, and to redreſs all 

public grievances. The power of calling a parliament, and of adjour- 
ning and proroguing the ſame, is entirely lodged in the ſovereign. 

I ̃ he ſitting of the parliament is appointed by the king's proclamation, 
with the advice of the privy- council; and in chuſing a new one, writs are 
iſſued out by the lord chancellor to the lords, to appear at the time and 
place appointed. Writs are alſo ſent to the ſheriffs of every county, com- 
manding them to ſummon the eleQors, to ehuſe as many knights, ciri- 
zens, and burgeſſes, in their reſpective counties, as are to ſit in the houſe 
of commons. The writs for Scotland are directed to the privy council, for 
ſummoning the 16 peers, and for electing the 45 members. 

No judge, ſheriff, or clergyman, can be elected; and no gentleman, 
unleſs he has 6001. a year. Formerly parliaments met at different 
places in the kingdom; but of late they aſſemble at Weſtminſter, at what 

. was formerly called St. Stephen's chapel. Fd 6 

. When the king comes to parliament, the uſher of the black rod is or- 
| dered to call the commons up to the houſe of lords, where they ſtand with- 

out the bar, and the king commands them by the lord chancellor, to chuſe 

one of the members for their ſpeaker, and to preſent him fuch a day. The 
choice being made by a majority of votes, at the day appointed, he-is pre- 
ſented to the king in the houſe of lords, between two members for his 
approbation. The lord chancellor, or keeper for the time being, is al- 
ways ſpeaker for the houſe of peers. Since the reformation, no Roman 
catholic can ſit in either houſe, till he has firſt taken the oaths. 
Though the number of the houſe of commons is ſo great, yet zoo are 
commonly reckoned a full houſe; and there can be no buſineſs done if 
there are leſs than forty. - At the firſt meeting of the parliament, they al- 
ways-appoint ſtanding grand committees, for privileges, elections, griev- 
ances, trade, and religion. 5 ;

arch-deacon has his court as well as the dean and chapter of every ca- 


The deſign of parliaments is to maintain the conſtitution, to ſupport , 
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The chief buſineſs of the parliament is to revive or abrogate old laws, 
and to make new ones; but whenever a'new law is propoſed, it muſt be 
firſt put in writing, and then it is called a bill; but the commons have 
only the power of introducing money bills. Before any bill can paſs in- 
to alaw ſuit, it muſt be read three ſeveral times in each houſe, except a bill 
of indemnity, which requires only once reading. The leave of the houſe 
muſt be obtained to bring in any private bill, and the houſe muſt be 
acquainted with the ſubſtance of it, either by motion or petition. After 
it has been read the firſt time, the ſpeaker recites an abſtract of the bill, and 
puts the queſtion, whether it ſhall be read a ſecond time, or not. But if 
a bill comes from the houſe of lords, ſo much favour and reſpe& is ſhown, 
that if it be ſpoken againſt in the firſt reading, the ſpeaker puts the queſ- 
tion for the ſecond reading before it is rejected, if that ſhould be the 
caſe, Bills are ſeldom read twice the firſt day, unleſs upon very extra- 
ordinary occaſions, and require the utmoſt expedition. Upon the ſecond 
reading, if none ſpeak againſt the bill, and ſeyeral for it, the ſpeaker 
may put the queſtion for engroſſing it. 

When debates ariſe upon the ſecond reading, and they are over, the 
houſe commonly calls for committing the bill to the committee of the 
whole houſe, or to a ſelect committee. Sometimes it may happen, the 
bill may be recommitted before the ſpeaker puts the queſtion for en- 
groſſing. After a bill has been engroſſed, it is to be read a third time, 
in order to have it paſſed. But when any debate happens after it is 
over, the ſpeaker holds the bill in his hand, and ſays, As many as are 
of opinion that this bill ſhould paſs, ſay yea; and as many as are of the 
contrary opinion, ſay no. Upon which he informs the houſe, whether the 
yea's or no's have it. But when the thing is doubtful, two tellers are ap- 
pointed for each ſide, one to number the yea's and the other the no's; 
however, the queſtion is firſt put, which of theſe ſhall go out of the houſe, 
and this is called dividing the houſe. After the numbering them is over, 
the tellers declare to the ſpeaker the number of yea's and no's; upon 
which all return to their places If the no's have it, the bill is ſaid to paſs 
in the negative. But if it paſſes in the affirmative, they order it to be 
ſent to the houſe of lords for their concurrence. 

When a bill is ſent by the lords to the commons, they ſend none of 
their members, but only maſters in chancery, who deliver the bill to the 
ſpeaker. When there is a diſagreement in the houſes about a bill, a 
conference is demanded, which is held in the Painted-chamber, In voting 
in the houſe of lords, they begin with the loweſt baron, and ſo proceed 
to the higheſt peer; who each for himſelf, ſays Content, or Not content; 
and if the voices are equal, the negative carries it. After an adjourn- 
ment of either houſe, they may reſume the buſineſs they were upon, 
but after a prorogation they cannot, for then the ſeſſions is ended. Every 
one knows that after the diſſolution of the old parliament, a new one 
muſt be elected in the manner mentioned above. 


O the Courts of Juſtice. 


The courts of Juſtice, ſitting at Weſtminſter, are opened four times 
a year, that is at Eaſter, Trinity, Michaelmas, and W terms. There 
e are 
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are four courts, namely, the courts of Chancery, King's Bench, Com- 
mon Pleas, and the court of Exchequer, not to mention that of the 
dutchy of Lancaſter, becauſe that only takes cognizance of all the cauſes ' 


relating to the revenue of this dutchy, which has been long annexed t 
the crown; the chief judge of this court is called the Chancellor of this 
dutchy. : | ; 5 
The Court of Chancery is a court of equity, and deſigned to relieve 
the ſubjeR againſt cheats, breaches of truſt, and other oppreſſions, to tem- 


per the rigour of the law. However, the remedy has often proved worſe 


than the diſeaſe, on account of the length of time before the cauſe has 
been determined. The chief judge is the lord- chancellor, or lord- 


keeper; and the form of proceeding is by bills, anſwers, and decrees; 


and the witneſſes are examined in private: however, it muſt be obſerved 
that the decrees of this court are only binding to the perſons of thoſe 
concerned in them; for they do not affect their lands and goods; and 
conſequently, if a man refuſes to comply with the terms, they can do no- 
thing more to him than ſend him to priſon. This court is not like 
others, which have no power except in term time; for this is always 
open; and if a man be ſent to priſon, the lord chancellor, in any vacation, 
can grant a Habeas Corpus, if he ſees there is reaſon ſo to do. He may 


alſo at theſe times grant prohibitions. | 


The lord chancellor has twelve aſſiſtants, called maſters in Chancery, 
whoſe buſineſs is to take affidavits or depoſitions upon oath, concerning 
any matter for which an oath is required by the rules of the court, and 

they have an office in Chancery-Lane. They alſo examine accompts de- 


pending on this court, of which they make their report in writing. Beſides 


theſe, there are ſeveral maſters extraordinary, to take affidavits in the 
country. | | | | 

The maſter of the rolls is the principal of the twelve, and he has the 
cuſtody of all charters, cuſtoms, commiſſions, deeds, and recognizances; 
which being made on rolls of parchment, gave occaſion to his name, and 
the repoſitory of them is called the Rolls; here all the rolls are kept ſince 
the beginning of the reign of Richard III. This is a great officer, and 
uſually hears cauſes in Chancery, when the chancellor himſelf is abſent. 


He keeps a court at the Rolls, where he hears and determines cauſes that 


come there before him ; he has the gift of the. ſix clerks offices, and thoſe 
poſſeſſed of them are next in degree to the maſters in Chancery. 


Their buſineſs is to enrol all patents, commiſſions, licences, pardons, and f 


other inſtruments that paſs the great ſeal. When the maſter of the rolls 
ſits in the houſe of lords, his place is next to the lord chief juſtice of Eng- 


land, upon the ſecond woolfack. Beſides what is ſaid above, the court 


of Chancery has the power of ſending out commiſſions for charitable 


uſee, and of enquiring into all the frauds and abuſes which have been 


committed in the diſpoſal of all charities throughout the kingdom, and 
can oblige the truſtees to perform their truſt, according to the intent of 
their reſpective donors. Under the fix clerks there were formerly ſixty, 


but now there are ninety, and theſe, with their under-clerks, perform the 
buſineſs of their office. =—_ 
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The Court of King's Bench is the higheſt court in England, in com- 
mon law, except the houſe of Lords in Parliament. All pleas are 
brought into this court between the king and the ſubject, ſuch as trea- 
ſon, felonies, breach of peace, and any kind of oppreſſion. This court 
has alſo power to examine and correct all errors of all the judges and 
juſtices of England, in their judgments and proceedings: this not only 
in pleas of the crown, but in thoſe that are really perſonal and mixed, 
except only in the Exchequer. There are four judges belonging to this 
court, the chief whereof is ſtiled the lord chief juſtice of the King's 
Bench; and, according to an act of parliament juſt paſſed, all the 
judges are to hold their places, notwithſtanding the demiſe of the crown, 
but with the ſame reſtriction as formerly; that is, while they do nothing 
to occaſion the forfeiture of their places. None can be a judge in this 


court except a ſerjeant at law. All matters of fact, relating either to civil 


or criminal cauſes, are determined in the court of King's Bench by a 
ur 

5 The Court of Common Pleas is ſo called, becauſe the pleas uſually here 
debated are between ſubje& and ſubject. None but ſerjeants at law may 
plead in this court; and here all civil cauſes real or perſonal are uſually 
tried, and real actions are pleadable in no other court. Likewiſe, no 
fines can be levied or recoveries ſuffered, except in this court at 
Weſtminſter, at a judge's chamber, at the aſſizes, or by a ſpecial 
commiſſion out of chancery. There are four judges alſo belonging 
to this court, the firſt of whom is called lord chief juſtice of the 
common pleas. 

The Court of Exchequer conſiſts of two courts, one of which tries 
cauſes according to law, and the other according to equity. The court 
of equity is held in the exchequer chamber, before the lord-treaſurer, the 
chancellor of the exchequer, the lord chief baron, and the three barons 
of the exchequer; beſides a curſitor baron, But the two firſt ſit very 
ſeldom, and the five laſt almoſt always. Here are tried all cauſes 
relating to the king's revenue, namely, ſuch as relate to accompts, 
diſburſements, cuſtoms, and fines impoſed. All judicial proceedings 
according to law, are only before the barons ; but the court of equity is 
held as above. | 

There are Aſſizes and Seſſions held in the different counties of England, 
for the more eaſy diſtribution of juſtice ; and the aſſizes are courts kept 
twice a year, The twelve judges are commillioned by the king for this 
purpoſe, and this they call going the circuit. At theſe aſſizes all civil and 


criminal cauſes may be determined; the firſt is called Lent aſſizes, ſoon 


after Hilary term, and the other called the ſummer aſſizes, after Trinity 


term. There are ſix of theſe circuits, beſides thoſe in Wales, in which 


principality two diſtin& judges are appointed ; and both in England and 
Wales all cauſes are determined by a jury. The j jury are choſen by the 
ſheriff of the county, and they are only directed in point of law by the 
Judges. 

The committment of malefactors is debe made by a juſtice of 


I the PEnce, who examines witneſſes to the fa& upon oath, If the evidence 
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is plain, he makes a mittimus, and ſends the malefactor to euer 
goal, where he continues till the next aſſizes or ſeſſions. 


There are juſtices of the peace in every county, deſigned to keep 
| the peace thereof; and ſuch of them that the king is ſuppoſed to 
have greater confidence in, are called juſtices of the quorum ; be- 
cauſe in their dedimus's there are theſe words quorum A. B. unum. | 
ee volumus; the meaning of which is, that no buſineſs of conſe- 

- quence muſt be tranſacted, unleſs with the concurrence of one of theſe. 


Their office is to call before them, examine, and commit to priſon, 
all thieves, murderers, vagabonds, and all diſturbers of the peace of 
what kind ſoever. 

The Quarter Seſſions are ſo called from the meeting of the juſtices 
every quarter of a. year, at the ſhire or other chief town in their reſpective 
counties, where they have a power of trying all criminal cauſes in the 


ſame manner as at the aſſizes, though they commonly confine themſelves 


to facts of a leſſer degree of guilt. 

There is a ſheriff appointed for the execution of laws in every county, 
except Weſtmoreland and Durham, who is nominated by the king every 
Michaelmas term. His office is to execute the king's mandates, and all 
writs directed to him out of the king's courts. He alſo impanels juries 
to bring cauſes and criminals to trial, and is to take care that the 
ſentences both in civil and criminal affairs be duly executed. He 
appoints an under-ſheriff, ſtewards of courts, bailiffs of hundreds, 
conſtables, and jaylors, and has many men, in rich liveries, to attend 
upon him on horſeback at the reception of the judges, and during 
the allizes. -. 

The office of a 3 petty conſtable, be or third- 
borough, is to execute the warrants and orders of the juſtice of the peace; 
but the high - conſtable only diſperſes them upon ſome occaſions to the 
petty conſtables. 

Every city and corporation in England may chuſe their own magi- 
ſtrates, which may be either a mayor, or a bailiff, with aldermen, com- 
mon councilmen, or capital burgeſſes; and theſe regulate all affairs which 
immediately belong «to their reſpective corporations. Likewiſe, ſome 
cities have counties, and have a power of trying all malefactors taken in 
their counties; but this is ſeldom undertaken without the aſſiſtance of one 
or more of the twelve judges. Some of theſe officers during their ma- 
giſtracy are juſtices of the peace: theſe are commonly the mayor and an 
alderman or two; but they cannot exerciſe their power out of their own 
liberties. 

- The lnd-lieutenanca and deputy-lieutenants had formerly a more con- 
ſiderable power and influence than they have at preſent, and they are 
chofen by the king himſelf out of the principal peers of this kingdom. 
Their bufineſs was to arm, array, and form companies, troops, and 
regiments ; and the men ſo raiſed were called the militia, But this 
having been ſeldom done of late, on account of the ſtanding forces kept 
continually i in pay, theſe forces became in a great meaſure uſeleſs. However, 


it having been found neceſſary, ſince our laſt war with France, to have a 


militia

militia properly regulated and diſciplined, for the defence of the country 
againſt all foreign invaſions, an act of parliament is made, by which they 
are put under new regulations, and in conſequence whereof a new militia 
has been actually raiſed in moſt parts of the kingdom. The officers are 
to be men of fortune, and the private men are to be raiſed by balloting; 
but theſe laſt are to be changed every three years. This has put the 
kingdom into ſuch a ſtate of defence, that we can now venture to 
ſend our regular forces abroad upon any emergent occaſion ; and 
it is not improbable. but theſe laſt, in times of peace, will become 
entirely uſeleſs. 

. Beſides the courts already mentioned, there are Court-Leets and Court- 
Barons, which properly belong to the lords of the Manors, who appoint 
ſtewards to hold them in their name. The firſt is a Court of Record, it 
being reputed the King's Court, becauſe its authority is derived from the 
Crown. It is kept twice a year, and in it enquiry may be made of riots, 
and other criminal matters; but all 99 85 offences muſt be certified to 


the juſtices of aſſize. 


A Court Baron is incident to every Manor, though: the other is not 


ſo, and is ſo called from the Lord of the Manor, who was anciently ſtiled 


baron; all tenants belonging to the Manor are ſummoned to this Court; 
here part of them are ſworn for a jury, and here the ſteward ſits as judge. 


The jury is directed to enquire after the deceaſe of copy-holders and free- 


holders, and to bring in their next heir, and alſo of the encroachments 
of any tenant. Likewiſe here they make orders and laws among them-- 
ſelves, with a penalty for tranſgreſſors, payable to the lord of the Manor. 
There are alſo Sheriff Courts, and Hundred Courts, held every month in 
all parts of England, where ſmall cauſes are determined, A Court of 
Conſcience has been long held in London, for the recovery of ſmall debts 
under forty ſhillings ; there has been ſome erected in Weſtminſter, and 


Other out-parts about London; as alſe at two or three towns in the coun- 
try, and it is thought that from time to time they will be erected elſe- 


where. The officers called bailiffs of the hundred, and other baliffs and 
ſerjeants, are appointed by the ſheriff to execute writs, to diſtrain goods, 
and to ſummon to the county ſeſſions and aſſizes. 

Of the Trad: and Navigation. 


Navigation | in this kingdom was formerly greatly heglefted to what it 
Is at preſent, notwithſtanding the vaſt advantage received therefrom ; for 
it enables the inhabitants of the country where it flouriſhes, to export 
what they have, and to import what they have not. When it happens 
that we are in want of materials for the manufacturing any particular 
commodity, by the means of our ſhipping we can purchaſe them in other 
countries, and manufacture them at home. In conſequence of which we 
employ more hands, and receive a national benefit by ſelling them again: 
thoſe that have an adequate knowledge of the wants of other countries, 
and-the means by which they may be ſupplied, have a fair opportunity 
of enriching Is by being the agents and carriers of the 2 7 
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forts of goods from place to place. While we were ſtrangers to naviga- 
tion our country was thin of people, becauſe we lived as it were upon 


the main ftock. We had indeed a few ſtaple commodities, and a very 


few manufaQories, which were ſold to foreigners at their own rates ; but 
when navigation began to flouriſh, and we had veſſels of our own, the face 
of affairs ſoon began to change; and we brought home the product of 
other countries at a ſmall expence, in compariſon to what they coſt us 
formerly : likewiſe we diſpoſed of our own commodities at much higher 


rates. We procured manufacturers from different places, ſome of which 
taught us to weave in a much better manner, others to dye, and others 


again to fabricate a great variety of ſtuffs and ſilks. From the Ger- 
mans we learned watch and clock work; the art of making 


glaſs from Italy, and from the Dutch the method of caſting types 
for printing. In ſhort, by navigation we have received ſo many be- 
nefits and improvements, that it would Ons a ſmall volume to 


recite -them all. 


At preſent a trade is carried on to the Turkiſh dominions and the Lex: 


vant, by the Turky company, and the commodities we ſend to thoſe 


parts are lead, tin, iron, broad-cloth, and long ells; not to mention 


French and Liſbon ſugars as well as bullion. We take in return great 


quantities of raw ſilk, which ſerves for making ſtockings, galloons, gold 


and ſilver lace ; and it is alſo proper for the warp for any kind of filk. We 
import alſo grogram yarn, dying ſtuffs of various kinds, . nee lea- 
ther, cotton, fruits, and oil, | 

To Italy we carry tin, lead, pilchards, n ſalmon, na; EY va- 
rious kinds of Eaſt-India goods; beſides ſome of our own manufactories, 


ſuch as broad-cloth, long ells, bays, druggets, camblets, leather, and other 


things. We import from thence wine, oil, ſoap, olives, dying-ſtuffs, as 
well as filk, raw, thrown, and wrought. From the king of Sardinia's do- 


minions, we have the fine filk called Organzine, which is thrown by an 
engine. We have long had a remarkable one of theſe at Derby, and for 


ſome time at two or-three towns in Cheſhire. 
We ſend to Spain much the ſame ſort of commodities as in Italy, many 


of which are exported from thence to their colonies in America. In re- 


turn we have wine, oil, fruits, wool, indigo, cochineal, and other drugs; 
and in times of peace gold and filver, in ſpecie or bullion. From whence 
it appears that theſe two countries are ſo neceſſary to each other, that it 
never can be for our intereſt to go to war with Spain. 

The kingdom of Portugal takes from us almoſt all kinds of our com- 
modities ; we take from thence wine, oil, ſalt, and fruits. It is generally 
believed that the balance of trade with Portugal is greatly in our favour, 


and yet they have no reaſon to complain; becauſe they would be at a loſs 
to vend what we take of them at other markets; beſides, as they ſend great 


quantities of our goods to Brazil, they are enabled from thence to draw 


an immenſe treaſure yearly, which renders Portugal one of the richeſt - 


countries in Europe. 
In times of peace we export to France tin, lead, corn, horn- plates, 


and great quantities of tobacco, beſides a little flannel ; and we receive 


from 
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from thence brandy, wine, linnen, lace, and many other things, there be- 
ing a trade carried on by ſmugglers, for which they convey to France 
gold, ſilver, and wool, to the great detriment of England. We ſend to 
Flanders, tin, lead, iron wares, fugar, tobacco, ſerges, flannels, and a few 
ſtuffs, for which we receive fine laces, linnen, tapes, inckles, and other 
goods of that kind. We had formerly large quantities of their cam- 
brics ; but at preſent theſe are prohibited, for which reaſon the trade is 
not quite ſo much againſt us as formerly. 

We export to Germany tin, lead, tobacco, ſugar, ginger, woollen 
manufactories of every kind, as well as all ſorts of Eaſt-India goods. In 
return, we have from thence tin-plates, linnen, and ſeveral other things. 
However, in many places ſeveral of our manufactories are prohibited, 
and yet the balance of trade is thought to be conſiderably on our 
ſide. 

With Denmark and Norway we have very little trade, except for a 

few coarſe woollen-goods ; for which reaſon we are forced to pay for 

moſt things we have of them. We have alſo a decaying trade with 
Sweden, for they buy little of us, and we purchaſe of them copper, 
iron, and naval ſtores ; but it is hoped this diſadyantage will be re- 
medied in part, ſince we have allowed iron to be imported from our 
own plantations, 

We ſend to Ruſſia tin, lead, coarſe cletha, long ells, worſted ſtuffs, 
and a great quantity of tobacco; and we import from thence tallow, 
furs, iron, pot-aſhes, hemp, flax, linnen, coarſe Ruſſian cloth, and 
leather ; this trade is carried on by a particular company, in a manner 
very beneficial to this kingdom. 

To Holland we ſend almoſt all forts of commodities, and manu- 
factory goods, whether of our own, or imported from abroad; and 
from thence we receive vaſt quantities of fine linnens, tapes, 2M 
inckles, whale-fins, all ſorts of ſpices, and various kinds of dying 
ſtuffs: upon the whole, the balance of 'trade muſt needs be of our : 
fide. 

The African trade is of great advantage, for we not only ſend many 
of our own and the Eaſt-India manufactories, for the purchaſe of 
ſlaves, but we ſupply our ſeveral. plantations with theſe laſt ; and we 
alſo have from thence gold-duſt, red wood, ivory, palm-oll, malagueta, 
gum ſeneca, and many other valuable commodities. 

The Eaſt-India trade is of very great conſequence to this nation, and 
there have been ſeveral hot diſputes about it, relating to its advantage 
or diſadvantage; however, it is certain they purchaſe their goods at a 

TY low rate, and are ſold here extremely high. Some would have it 

tirely ſuppreſſed, but we are now ſo accuſtomed to ſeveral goods con- 
ſumed in this nation, and particularly tea, that all- e of this na- 
ture muſt needs prove abortive. 

As for our own plantations and colonies abroad, every one is ſenſible 
of what vaſt advantages they are to England; for upon a moderate com- 
putation, Virginia only is worth to Great-Britain no leſs than 1,200,000 
pounds a year. In times of peace, there are more than 100,000 
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hogſheads of tobacco exported every year from this colony, and there 
ure between 3 and 400 ſhips employed in the trade, with about 4000 
amen; and this alone will bring the above-mentioned ſum to this 
nation. + 1.8 .

All other -colonies, ſettlements, and eftabliſhments, contribute their 
proportion, there being ſent to all, more or. leſs, linnen, ſilks, India 
goods, wine, and other foreign productions; beſides cloth, coarſe and 
fine ſerges, ſtuffs, bays, hats, -houſhold goods, haberdaſhery ware, 
Hoſe, bills, nails, adzes, Knives, and other iron ware, biſcuit, flower,

They have one ſort of 
religion in China, and another in India, 
whoſe prieſts are the Brachmins ; not to 
mention the Jews, Chriſtians, and Ma- 
hometans, whoſe beginnings are ſuffi- 
ciently known to all the world, This 
was the ſeat of ſeveral ancient empires, 
or monarchies ; ſuch as that of the Aſ- 
fyrians, Medes, Perſians, and Greeks,

The languages are ſo many and ſo 
various, that it is impoſſible to enume- 
rate them; but the chief are the Turkiſh, 
the Grecian, the Arabick, the Chineſe, 
the Perſian, and the Old Indian, In 
ſhort, every country and ifland has al- 
moſt a diſtin& language. Beſides the 
animals we have in Europe, there are 
lions, leopards, tigers, camels, ele- 
phants, rhinoceroſes, and many others.

BABYLox, once a famous city in Afia, 
and perhaps at that time the largeſt in the 
world, It is now fo ruined that the 
place where it ſtood cannot be diſcovered 
with any certainty, However, we are 
ſure that it was ſeated on the river Eu- 
phrates ; and as ſome think over againſt 
Bagdad, on the Tygris. This laſt place is, - 
by many travellers, falſely called Babylon. 
This was alſo the name of a city in 
Egypt, ſuppoſed to ſtand near the place 
where Cairo ſtands now. What authors 
tell us concerning the bigneſs of Old 
Babylon is almoſt incredible; for they 
affirm it was 366 ſtadia in circumference, © 
which is about 50 of our ſtatute miles; 
however, it was not full of houſes ; for, 
within the walls, there were not only gar- 
dens and orchards, but cultivated fields, 
It was divided by the Euphrates into two 
equal parts that communicated by a ſtone , 
bridge 625 feet in length, and 30 broad. 
The tower of Babel within this city was 
built in a ſquare form, and was 460 cu- 
bits high; and the circumference at the 
bottom was 4 or 5000, The hanging 
gardens at Babylon were ſuch a prodi- 
gious work that they paſſed for one of 
the ſeven wonders of the world. There 
were four of them that contained each 
four acres of land, and they were ſup- 
ported by vaſt columns at the top of a 
palace that was 2,500 paces in circum- 
ference, and they were diſpoſed in the 
form of an amphitheatre. The walls of 
Babylon were alſo ſo aſtoniſhing, that theſs ' 
alſo paſſed for one of the ſeven wonders; 

and they were built of bricks, and in- 
ſtead of mortar they made uſe of .bitu- 
men; the circumference was 50 miles as 
above, and they were 200 feet high, and 
50 thick, according to ſome. There 
was alſo a temple conſecrated to Belus, 
whoſe magnificence correſponded with 
the grandeur of the city, which was the 
capital of the Aſſyrian empire, and af- 
terwards of the kingdom of Babyton 
founded by Nabonaſſar.

away the Portugueſe. In ſome places 
there are rich mines, from whence are 
got rubies, ſaphires, topazes, and cats- 
eyes, beſides other ſtones of leſs value, 
In the kingdom of Candy there is plenty 
of cardamoms, which are very large. 
The pepper that is got here is ſo good, 
that it ſells dearer than that of other 
places. Here is plenty of wood for all 
ſorts of uſes, and ſome proper for dy- 
ing red. It abounds in cows, buffaloes, 
goats, hogs, deer, hares, dogs, jackalls, 
monkeys, tygers, and bears: they have 
a quadrupede no bigger than a hare, 
which perfectly reſembles a deer. Be- 
ſides the buffalo, there is another of the 
bee ve-kind, which hath a high back and 
four white feet; but this is a great ra - 
rity. Their elephants are like thoſe in 
other places, and they have ſome likewiſe 
that are ſpotted, which are very ſcarce. 
They have great variety of birds, ſome 
of which are not to be met with in other 
places. They have very dangerous ſer- 
pents and ants, which do a great deal of 
miſchief. The moſt remarkable tree in this 
iſland is the tallipot, one of whoſe leaves 
will cover ten men, and keep them from 
the rain: they are very light, and tra- 
vellers carry them from place to place, 
and uſe them inſtead of tents. There 
are two ſorts of inhabitants here, the ſa- 
vage, or wild, and the civilized: the firſt 
live upon hunting, particularly deer, 
whoſe fleſh they dry and ſell what they 
do not uſe to the other inhabitants: they 
go almoſt naked, and never cut their 
hair but tie it on the top of their heads: 
their religion is peculiar to themſelves, 
and what it is, is very hard to ſay. As 
for the civilized inhabitants they are well 
made, and have a better aſpe& than moſt 
of the Indians, They wear a cloth about 
their middles, and a cap on their heads: 
they are very active and ingenious, pro- 
per for all ſorts of employ. They are 
divided into ſeveral tribes, from the no- 
dleman down to the makers of my

Even the mountains are cultivated and 


covered with trees; and there are mines 


of iron, tin, copper, quick-ſilver, gold, 


and filver. There are corn and pulſe 
of all ſorts, eſpecially rice; and there 
are a great number of ſimples, and | 


ſeveral trees. and fruits proper to-the 
country, particularly one tree produces 
peaſe, very little different from thoſe of 
Europe; another bears a kind of gum, 


which makes excellent varniſh ; and a 


third bears white berries, of the ſize of 
a hazel nut, whoſe pulp is nothing but 
a ſort of tallow, of which they make 
*eandles'; and a fourth, called the white- 


bees-wax. The Bamboo cane grows to 
the height of an ordinary. tree ; and, 

though it is hollow within, yet the 
wood is very hard, and proper for many 
uſes, ſuch as pipes to convey water in, 
boxes, baſkets, and for the making of 


paper, after it is reduced into a ſort of 


paſte. It is now well known to all 
Europe, that this is the only country 
From whence all ſorts of teas are im- 
Ported. The complexion of the Chineſe 
is a ſort of tawney, and they have large 
forcheads, ſmall eyes, ſhort noſes, large 


ears, long beards, and black hair; and 


Wax beds, produces white ſhining war, 
of much greater value than the common 
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thoſe are thought to be moſt handſome 


who are moſt bulky. The women affect 
a-great deal of modeſty, and are remark- 
able for their little feet. The men en- 
deavour to make as pompous an appear- 


ance as poſſible, when they go abroad 


and yet their houſes are but mean and 
low, conſiſting only of a gzound-floor. 
They are addicted to all ſorts of learn- 
ing, particularly to arts and ſciences ; 
and. they were the firſt inventors of 
printing, gun-powder, and the mariners 
compaſs, they all having been known 


here for a conſiderable number of years. 
before the knowledge of them in any o- 


ther part of the globe. The govern- 


ment of this empire is abſolute, and the 


emperor has a privilege of naming his 


\ ſucceſſor ; but the chief mandarin has 


permiſſion to remind him of his faults. 
He looks upon his ſubjects as his chil- 
dren, and pretends to govern them with 
a fatherly affection. There is no coun- 
try.in the world where the inhabitants 


are ſo ceremonious as here; and yet, 
notwithſtanding their ſeeming ſincerity, 
they cheat as much in their dealings. as 


in the moſt uncivilized countries. It is 
certain that their empire is very ancient, 
and they themſelves pretend it has exiſt- 


ed many thouſand years before our æra 
of Noah's flood, However, it is gene- 
rally allowed to have continued 4000 


without interruption, though they have 


had twenty-two different families on the - 


throne. The laſt family, now reigning, 
is- that of the Tartars, who conquered 
China in 1640. Their religion is Pa- 
ganiſm, and the ſect of Fo is the prin- 


cipal. The Popiſh miſſionaries had or- 


merly got a great footing here, and had 


made many proſelytes; but of late they 


have been all baniſhed, and the emperor 


cannot be perſuaded to admit them into 


his dominions again. They allow poly- 
gamy, and they keep their wives pretty 


cloſe. Their writing is very particular; 85 

for every letter is a word, and con- 
ſequently they have as many letters, or 
characters, as words in their language:

of horſes, as well as "camels. Their 
drink is water and milk, eſpecially mares 
milk, which they carry about in naſty | 
leathern bags. Their garments are of 


- coarſe grey cloth, with a looſe mantle, 


made of a black ſheep's ſkin, with a cap 
of the ſame. The women arg cloathed | 
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in white linen, with which likewiſe. 
they drefs their heads, hanging a great 


many Moſcovian pence about them, and 
there is likewiſe a hole left to ſtick fea- 
thers in. As for their religion, they 
are a ſort of Mahometans, but do not 
coop up their women like the Turks, 


CRIM-TARZTARVY, or CRIMEA, is the an- 


cient Taurica Cherſoneſus, and is a pe- 
ninſula, lying on the Black Sea, by 
which it is bounded on the W. and S. 
on the E. by Circaſſia, and on the N. by 
the Palus Meotis. It is between 44 and 
46 degrees of latitude, and 4o and 44 
of longitude, The towns are, Baſcha- 
Sara, which is ſeated about the middle, 
and is the uſual reſidence of the Khan.

Crimea to the continent ; -it is the key of 
this conntry, and yet is a pitiful place, 
having only 600 houſes, with a half ruin- 
ed caftle, and ſome ill contrived forti- 
fications, Kaffa is the principal town, 
and was a long while in the hands of 
the Genoeſe, and was then a trading 
place; at prefent they only deal in ſlaves, 
which they teat from their neighbours, 
and ſell to the Turks. It contains about 
5000 houſes, which are nothing like 
what they were in the time of the Ge- 
noeſe, and is inhabited by Jews, Min- 
gretians, Turks, and Chriſtians, of dif- 
ferent perſuaſions. The Turks are at 
preſent maſters of the town, who keep 
a ſtrong garriſon here, Baluclawa is on 
the ſouthern coaſt, and has a good har- 
bour; however, at preſent it does not 


contain above 300 houſes, though it is 


of great importanoe, and the Turks are 


maſters of it. The Tartars are ſhort 
and ſquat, with ſwarthy complexions, 


„ eyes, ſquare and flat faces; their 


hair is black, and as ſtrong as horſe- 
hair, with very little beards, Their 
ſhirts and drawers are cotton- cloth, and 
over them they have cloaks of felt, or 
ſheeps ſkins. The women are too much 
like their huſbands to be handſome, how- 
ever the men ufually make uſe of the 
ſlaves which they ſteal from their neigh- 
bours, and are continually roving from 
one place to another. The beſt ſort 
have tents, but the others are e 
Wit 
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with their cloaks. When their horſes 
tire, they kill them, and eat their fleſh. 


When they return from robbing, the 


Khan has the tithe of all the booty, who 
is ſo much under the diſpoſal of the 
Turks, that they depoſe him at pleaſure, 
and ſet up another, and they generally 
oblige him to furniſh 30, ooo men when 
they take the field. The Ruſſians ra- 
vaged this country in 1738, and 1739, 
but they did not think it worth while to 
keep it. In exchange for the ſlaves they 
have rice, coffee, raiſins, dates, and 
cloathing. The country is naturally 
fruitful, and the produce would be very 
great in any other hands, but the Tar- 
tars make no other uſe of it than to feed 
their cattle.

cuted ſuch prodigious works, whoſe mag- 
nificent ruins are ſtill remaining; but 
when we conſider the fertillity of the 
country, that not a foot of ground re- 
mained uncultivated, 
great number of canals, which are now 
filled up, . their accounts do not at all 
ſeem improbable. Egypt is divided into 
the Upper, the Middle, and the Lower, 
which Jaſt comprehends the Delta, which 
reaches from Alexandria to Damietta, 
and as far as Cairo; the Middle runs no 
farther S. than Benef>uf; and the Upper, 
- called formerly Thebaid, afcends as far 
as Nubia, and the kingdom of Sennar, 
The ancient; divided Egypt into the Up- 
per and Lower, the former of which 
contained the Delta, and the ſecond the 
Thebaid.

governed by a Baſhaw, who reſides at 
Cairo.

other advantages, that it has been al- 
Ways extremely populous. They pretend 


to a prodigious antiquity, and have a

| Heve their hiſtories. However, this is 
certain, that their ancient kings govern- 


ed Egypt till the reian of Cambyſis, who

© thoſe wonderful ſtrugures were raifed, 
which we cannot now. behold. without 
aſtoniſhment ; theſe are, the pyramids,

When the power of the Califfs began ts 
decline, Saladine ſet up in Egypt the 


empire of the Mammelukes, which. be- 


came ſo powerful in time, that they ex- 
tended their dominions over a great part 
of Africa, Syria, and Arabia, Laſt of 
all, Selim, a Turkiſh emperor, killed 
the Sultan, and conquered Egypt, and 
the Turks have had poſſeffion of it ever 
The inhabitants are of four ſorts, 
Turks, Moors, Arabs, and Chriſtians, 
Cophts, or Cophtis, beſides Greeks, Jews, 
and other foreigners; the religion of moſt 
of them is well known, and as for the 
Arabs, they are the ſame as in other 


places, that is, cheats and robbers, chuſ- 
ing either to live in the moſt inacceſſible 


places, or to rove about the deſerts in 
fearch of paſtures, and to way-lay the 
caravans, As for the Cophts, who are 
pretty numerous in Upper Egypt, they 


Hive in extreme ignorance, and poverty.. 


Egypt has always been noted for its, 
plenty of corn, and they had vineyards 
planted on the banks of the Nile; but 


ſince the Turks came in, they are ne- 


gleted. There was a conſiderab'e trade 


carried on here in E. Indian commodi- 
ties, till the Portugueſe found the way 
round the Cape of Good Hope, which

what is cultivated with extraordinary 


care. It is built with grey ſtones, which 
were found in the neighbourhood, and 
is the principal reaſon of its being erected 
on ſo difagreeable a ſpot. They worked | 
at this ſtructure 22 years, and it coſt b 


— 
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6,000,000 of crowns ; ſome ſay the ex- 
pence was 20,000,000, but then they 
muſt mean French livres. It is a long 
ſquare of 280 feet, - and 4 ſtories high ; 

they reckon $00 pillars, 11,000 ſquare 
windows, and 14000 gates. The moſt 
remarkable part is the vaulted chapel, 
wherein is a magnificent ſepulchre, cal- 
led the Pantheon, becauſe it is built in 
imitation of that church at Rome; it is 
the burying-place of all the kings and 
queens of Spain, and is thought by 
ſome to be the moſt curious piece of 
architecture in the world. The fathers, 
which belong to the monaſtery, are 200 
in number, and have an income of 
40,000 ducats a-year, which is ſufficient 
to maintain them in great plenty. The 
church is built after the model of St. 


Peter's at Rome. It was taken by the

gers: they will come, in the night-time, 
to cut the cables of ſhips which lie at 
anchor, that they may be wrecked on 
the coaſt, and ſometimes they will at- 


tack ſhips in the middle of the day, if | ' 


they find their companies are but ſmall, 
It is impoſſible to civilize them; for they 
never will come near thoſe that want to 
traffick with them, nor will they eat 
any thing that is preſented them. They 
are always well clad, for there is no- 
thing to be ſeen but part of their faces, 
and their hands, They have a ſort of 
ſkirts, made of fiſhes guts, with a coat 
of bear or birds ſkins, at the top of 
which is a cap which they put over their 
heads. They have likewiſe breeches, 
made of ſkins, with the hair within, 
and covered with furs without; ſome ſay 
that they have three or four pair of theſe 
breeches on at a time. They have alſo 
two pair of boots, one over another, of 
the ſame ſort of ſkins, In the ſummer- 


time they have nothing to cover them in 


the night, but in the winter they lodge 
together promiſcuouſly in caves or grot- 


tos. The dreſs of the women is near | 


the ſame as that of the men. They are 
very ſuperſtitious, and have ſome ſort of 
ſacrifices ; and their chief employment 
is hunting and fiſhing. This. country 
lies to the N. of the great river of St.

Although 
he is chief of the empire, he does not 
govern alone, but the ſupreme authority 
reſides in the general aſſemblies, calleg 
Diets, which he only has a right of ap- 


pointing, and to which he ſends com- 


miſſioners to preſide in his room. Theſe 
aſſemblies are compoſed of three bodies, 
or colleges ; the firſt of which is that of 
the eleors, the ſecond that of the 
princes, and the third that of the i impe- 
rial towns. The electors and princes 
ſend their deputies, as well as the impe- 
When that of the Electors 
and that of the princes diſagree, that of 
the towns cannot decide the difference; 
but they are obliged to give their conſent 
when they are' of the ſame opinion. 


Theſe aſſemblies have the power of mak- 


ing peace or war, of ſettling general im- 
poſitions, and of regulating all the im- 
portant affairs of the empire. But their 
deliberations have not the force of a law 
till the Emperor gives his conſent ; who 


- alſo gives the inveſtiture of fiefs, and 
BY diſpoſes of thoſe which have devolved to 


the empire For want of ſucceſſors, or 

confifcations, The electors and other 

ſovereigns of Germany have an abſolute 

authority in their own dominions, and. 

oo: can levy _ raiſe troops, * 
: an 
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and diffolve alliances, provided they do 


not prejudice the empire. They have 


power over life and death, and deter- 
mine all civil cauſes definitively, unleſs 
in ſome particular caſes, in which they 
may make an appeal. Theſe appeals 
are to two courts, called the Imperial 
* chamber, and the Aulic Council. The 
three principal religions are, the Roman 
Catholick, the Lutherans, and the Cal- 
viniſts; the firſt prevails in the domi- 
nions of the Emperor, in the eccleſiaſti- 
cal electorates, and in that of Bavaria; 
the ſecond chiefly obtains in the circles 


of Upper and Lower Saxony, and in a 


great part of Weſtphalia, Franconia, 
Suahia, the Upper Rhine, and in moſt 
of the imperial towns ; the third is pro- 


feſt in the dominions of the landgrave of | 


Heſſe- Caſſel, and of ſome other princes. 
Vienna is looked upon as the capital 
city, and the emperors ſince Charles V. 
have reſided there, till the death of 
Charles VI. in 1740, and now the pre- 
ſent emperor reſides there again. The 
| principal rivers of Germany are, the Da- 
nube, Rhine, Elbe, Weſer, and the 
Oder. Germany is divided into nine 
circles, which are as ſo many large pro- 
vinces, each of which comprehends ſe- 
veral other ſtates, of which the princes, 
the prelates, and the counts, with the 


deputies of the imperial towns, meet to- | 


gether about their common affairs, Eve- 
ry circle has one or two directors, and a 
colonel ; the directors have a power of 
convocating the aſſembly of the ſtates of 
their circle, and the colonel: commands 
the army. Each circle is obliged to fur- 
niſh a certain number of horſe and foot, 
or a certain ſum of money, call Ro- 
man Months, when the neceſſity of pub- 
lick affairs requires it, according to a 
tax impoſed by the regiſter of the ſtates 
of the empire. The nine circles are, thoſe 
of Auſtria, Bavaria, Suabia, Franconia, the 
Upper. and Lower Rhine, Weſtphalia, 
and the Upper and Lower Saxony.

| Mount-Tarick. Since that time a town 
has been built at the foot of this rock, 
which is very well fortified ; it can only 
be approached by a very narrow paſſage 
between the mountain and the ſea, acroſs 
which the Spaniards have drawn a line, 
and fortified it, to prevent the garriſon 
from having any communication with 
the country. It was formerly thought 
to be impregnable, but, in 1704, it was 
taken' By the confederate fleet, com- 
manded by fir George Rook. The 
French and Spaniards attempted to re- 
take it the ſame year, and 4 or 500 of 
them crept up the rock which covers the 
town, in the night-time, but were drove 
down headlong the next morning. In 
1727 the Spaniards befieged it again, 
and they attempted to blow up the rock, 
which they found impracticable, and 
were af 22 obliged to raiſe the ſiebe.

It was greatly celebrated by 
ancient hiſtorians, and produced a great 
number of famous men, who performed 
very great actions as ſoldiers, as well as 
others, who were eminent for their parts 
and learning. Particularly Alexander the 
Great and' Homer, who were natives of 
this country. But it now groans under 
the tyranny of the Turks, and is but 
the ſhadow of what it was formerly, it 
being over-run with ignorance and bar- 
bariſm, almoſt -all the fine towns being 
quite deſtroyed. It is inhabited both by 
Mahometans and Chriſtians.

what reaſon is hard to ſay, for it does 
not contain more land than the former, 
though the ſhape is much more irregular, 
The French began to ſend colonies to 
this iſland in 1632, and ſince that time 
they have been continually improving 
and fortifying it, and yet it was taken 
by the Engliſh in 1759, who found it 


extremely pleaſant and fertile. It is ge- 


nerally ſaid to be the beſt of all the Ca- 
ribbee iſlands, the. ſoil being exceeding 


good, and every where well watered 
near the ſea, by rivulets which fall from 
the mountains, eſpecially in Cabeſterre. 


If the true cinnamon-tree is found here, 
as ſome believe, it will ſtill render this 
acquiſition more valuable : they call it 


here baſtard cinnamon. The bark is 


brown, chapped, and thick; and it has 
the true ſmell of cinnamon, mixed with 


that of cloves. The taſte is very ſtrong 
and acute, ſeeming to be a compound 
of pepper, cloves, and cinnamon: but 


Oo- | it 
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it muſt be obſerved, that the perſon who 
taſted it did not know that what we call 


cinnamon is the ſecond bark. The moſt 


remarkable curioſity in Guadalupe is the 
burning mountain, called by the French 
la Soufriere ; it is ſeated in the S. part 
of Cabeſterre ; and that called che Piton, 
or Pike, ich is elevated above the reſt 


of the mountains, is 24 yards high, and 


160 in circumference. It conſiſts of a 
heap of large white calcined ſtones, and 
cn the top there is a mouth of about 36 
yards in diameter; the edges are cover- 


ed with large, ſtones, mixed with aſhes 


and pieces of ſulphur, and there pro- 


ceeds from it, from time to time, clouds 


of black, thick, ſulphureous ſmoke, mix 


ed with ſparks of fire. Beſides this, 
there are other places which continually. 


emit ſmoke with ſparks of fire, which 


do not prevent the air from being very 


cold. The negroes often go in queſt of 
the ſulphur, which they purify and ſell. 
The vegetables, fruits, and trees are much 
the ſame as in the other iſlands, except- 


ing the einnamon- tree, and that which 


yields balſam of Capivi. Some affirm 
there are no ſerpents here. 


GuADALQUIVER, one of the moſt ſamous 


rivers of Spain, which riſes in A ndaluſia,

As the 
ſtreets are very broad and long, it is a 
pleaſant fight to behold ſo many coaches 
and equipages belonging to the foreign 
ambaſſadors, in handſome liveries, driv- 
ing along them. Here alſo the ſupreme 
courts'of juſtice are held, which, toge- 
ther with the particularities above-men- 
tioned, render it ſo pppulous, and, fo 
much frequented. by foreigners, that it is 
a great wonder that they have but two 
churches to perform divine ſervice in.

Holſtein abounds in calves, ſheep, and [ 


butter; and Mecklenburg ſupplies them 
with hogs, game, and wood ; and they 
have garden-ſtuff and fruits brought from 
all parts in carts. The canals are always 
covered with boats full of ſea-fiſh of all 

_ ſorts, according as they are in ſeaſon, all 
the year round. Hamburg is well forti- 

- fied all round about, and there is always 
a ſufficient garriſon to defend it, with a 
fine train of artillery. On the ramparts 
there are handſome walks, on which 
they take the air in fine weather. The 
burghers mount guard themſelves, and 


are divided into ſeveral companies. The 


ſtreets are well lighted every night, and 
there is a guard, which patroles all over 
the city. This is a pleaſant place for fo- 
reigners; becauſe, beſides the cheapneſs 
of proviſions, they are ſure to meet with 
people of their own nation; and there 
are operas, plays, aſſemblies, balls, con- 
certs, maſquerades, walks, and other 
parties of pleaſure for their diverſion. 


The ſenate of this town is compoſed 


of 4 burgo-maſters, of whom one only 
is a tradeſman; 4 ſyndics; 24 ſenators, 
of whom 11 are men of letters, and the | 
reft tradeſmen ; 4 ſecretaries, one of 
which is a prothonotary, and another 
belongs to the archives: infomuch, that 
the whole ſenate conſiſts of 36 perſons. 
The whole town is divided into five 
Pariſhes 5; and out of each are formed 
ſeveral colleges, or companies, who take 
| care of public affairs, unleſs there is any 
thing too high for their determination, 
and then it is judged by a ſort of gene- 
ral aſſembly. Our room will not allow 
us to take particular notice of their 
breweries, their public cellars, their 
timber- yards, their good regulations to 


ſtop fires, their peſt-houſe, their churches, | 


and their ſeveral pious foundations, It 
is a place of great trade; which they 
carry on with Portugal, Spain, France, 
England, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, 
Italy, and Ruſſia, They alſo ſend veſ- 
ſels every year to Greenland to catch 
whales, and there are not leſs than 200 
ſhips at a time, belonging to foreign 
merchants, at anchor before the city;

To add to theſe misfortunes, the elec- 
tor reſided at Manheim, and carried moſt 
of the people of diſtinction along with 
him, ſo that it is uncertain whether Hei- 
delberg will ever recover itſelf or not, 
though they have begun to rebuild ſome 
of the fortifications, The great ton was 
broke to pieces in 1693, by the French, 
and at great expence in 1729 was rex.

Almoſt all the towns of Hungary have 
two names, the one German and the 
other Hungarian, and the language is a 
diale& of the Sclavonian.

lon, It was afterwards taken by the 


| Romans, and ruined, together with the 


Temple, 70 years after the birth of 
Chriſt, being ore of the moſt remarka- 
ble fieges in hiſtory, The emperor 


Adrian built a new city, near the ruins 


of ancient Jeruſalem. It was taken by 
the Perſians in 614, and by the-Saracens 
in 636. In 1099 it was retaken by the 
Latins, who founded a new kingdom, 
which laſted 88 years, under 9 kings. 
Saladin, king of Egypt and Syria, got 
poſſeſſion of it in 1187. The Turks 
drove away the Saracens in 1117, and 


have kept poſſeſſion of it ever ſince, 


who call it Erxops, that is, The Holy 
City. It is now inhabited by Turks, 
Arabs, Jews, and Chriſtians. It ſtands 
on a high rock, with ſteep aſcznts on 
every ſide, except to the N. It is al- 
moſt ſurrounded with valleys encompaſ- 


ſed with mountains, ſo that it ſeems to 
"Rand in the migdle of an amphitheatre. 


It is at preſent about three miles in cir- 


'  cumference, and includes Mount Calva- 


ry, which was fcrmerly without the 
walls, The only thing that rnders it 
7 2 t con- 
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eonſiderable is the great reſort of pilgrims, 
for the inhabitants accommodate them 
with lodgings and proviſions, which is 
their chief buſineſs. A Baſhaw, with a 
guard of Janiſaries, always reſides here, 
to protect them from the inſults of the 
Arabs. The chutch of the Holy Sepul- 
. chre, which the pilgrims chiefly come to 
. viſit, is a large ſtructure, with a round 
nave, which has no light but what comes 
- through the top, like the Rotunda at 
Rome. The dome is covered on the 
out-ſide with lead, and within with ce- 
dar wood. The opening of the dome 
zs cloſed with a net of wire, to hinder 
the birds from coming into the church. 
In the middle of the nave, and directly 
under the opening of the dome, is the 
Holy Sepulchre, which is placed on a 
- chapel, whoſe door is 3 feet high, and 2 
broad. It is fo ſmall, that it will hold 
but three perſons on their knees at a 
time. At the entrance on the right 
hand is the place where the body of our 
Saviour was laid, and not in the middle 
as many have thought. The table which 
he was laid on at firſt, is two feet and 
a half high from the pavement, which 
is now covered with white marble, be- 


cauſe the Chriſtians who came up to viſit | 


it were all for carrying away a ſmall bit, 
This chapel is cut out of the rock; and 
there are three holes in the roof, to let 
out the ſmoke of the lamps, which are 


44 in number, and always kept lighted. | 


The whole is covered with white marble 
both within and without; and, on the 
out- ſide, there are 10 fine columns of the 


ſame. It is covered with a platform, 


the middle of which is exactly above the 
three holes, and forms a ſmall dome, 6 
feet in height, covered with lead, and 
ſupported, with 12 columns of porphyry, 
placed by#pairs on the platform, and ſo 
making 6 arches, having 3 lamps under 
each. Before the gate of the ſepulchre, 
there is a filver lamp, ſo large, that two 


men cannot fathom it. The Turks have | 


had a mind ſeveral times to carry off 
this lamp, and ſend it. to Mecca. We 
have not room to mention other parti- 


culars; and therefore we ſhall only take | 


notice, that every year, on Good-Friday, 
all parts of our Saviour's paſſion are ſo- 
lemnized and acted. They have firſt a 

Med and then every one takes a 
Mnted taper in his hand, with cruci- 
fixes: and other things to begin the pro- 


ceſſion. Among the crucifixes, there is 
one as large 5 the ws enen well h 
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done, being covered with thorns, and 
beſmeared with blood. They viſit firſt 
the pillar of flagellation ; next the pri- 
fon ; afterwards the altar of the diviſion 
of Chriſt's. garments ; then they advance 
to the chapel of deriſion, and from thence 
to Mount Calvary, leaving their ſhoes at 
the bottom of the ſtairs. Here are two 
altars ; one where our Lord was ſuppo- 
ſed to be nailed to the croſs 3 and ano- 
ther where it was erected, and where 
they ſet up the crucified image, which 
finiſhes the ceremony: only, they pull 
out the nails, take down the body, and 
wrap it in a winding-ſheet. It is 102 
miles S. W. of Damaſcus, 45 from the 
Mediterranean Sea, and 250 N. E. of 
Grand Cairo.

The trade is exceeding great, 
and it chiefly confiſts of indigo, ſalt- 


petre, ſilk, cotton, and-preciqus ftones ; | 


but more eſpecially in a prodigious quan- 
tity of calicoes, .chintz, and other ſtuffs 
of various kinds, The Europeans had 
little or no intercourſe with the Indies 
till the year 1498, when the Portugueſe 
| diſcovered a way by ſea round the Cape 
of Good-Hope; and they ſoon began 
to make ſettlements therein, and became 
very powerful, till the Dutch drove them 
away from many of their factories. The 
Indians are generally Gentoos or Idola- 
ters, though there are a great number of 
Mahometans. In the places that de- 
pend upon the Europeans ſome of them 
are become Roman Catholicks. Many 
of the Idolaters believe in the tranſmigra- 
tion of ſouls, and will not kill or eat 
any thing that has life, not even the 
moſt noxious inſects or animals. Their 
principal prieſts are brachmans; and 


there are faquirs, who make their princi- | 


pal devotion conſiſt in-the choice of the 
moſt troubleſome poſtures, which they 
never leave till they quit the world, Some 
paſs ſeveral years without lying down 
either night or day, reſting only upon 
a cord which is ſtretched out: others 
ſhut themſelves up in a cave ſeveral days 
, together, without eating or drinking: 
ſome hold their arms lifted up ſo long 
. + that they can never ſtir them afterwards. 
In ſhort, others put burning goals up- 
on their heads, and let them lie there 
till the fire reaches the yery bones. 
Sometimes; theſe faquirs go in a body, 


followed by a great number of difciples ; | 


and they often make a merit of killing 
Chriſtians. It was a great cuſtom among 
the Gentoos for the women to burn 
themſelves with their deceaſed huſbands; 
hut it is not ſo frequent as it was for- 
- merly, becauſe the Mahometans will 
not allow it. Inſtead of tobacco, which 
they ſmoke in Evrope, the Indians amuſe 


- [themſelves with chewing leaves of Ar- 
rack, and betel- nuts, with lime, as they | 


pretend, to preſerve their teeth; and at 
their entertainments they always preſent 


mixtures of this kind, which renders | 


their lips red, and their teeth black.

The Indies is di- 
vided into four large parts, namely, In- 
doſtan, the peninſula on this ſide the 
Ganges, that beyond it, and the iſlands 
of the E. Indian ſeas, the principal of 
which are, Ceylon, Sumatra, Java, Born- 
eo, the Celebes, the Maldives, the Mo- 
luccas, and the Marians. Some writers 
make Tonquin and China a part of the 
E. Indies, eſpecially with regard to trade, 
but very improperly. When the Spa- 
'niards firſt diſcovered America they cal- 
led it the W. Indies, on account of its 
riches, which is the reaſon why theſe 
parts we are ſpeaking off are called the 
E. Indies. The Indians are generally 
well made and robuſt, but they don't 
love labour, nor do they make good ſol- 
diers. 'They are very fond of women, 
but in other reſpects they are civil, kind 
to ſtrangers, and very ingenious, With 
regard to their complection, they are of 
an olive colour in the northern parts, 
and in the ſouthern quite black. There 
are many different languages in the E. 
Indies, but the Mahometans generally 
underſtand Arabick, becauſe the alcoran 
is written in that language. 

IN DOS TAN, PROrER INDIA, or the em- 
pire of the Great Mogul, is bounded on 
the W. by Perſia, on the S. by the we- 
ſtern peninſula, on the E. by the eaſtern 
peninſula, and on the N. by ſeveral 
kingdoms of independant Tartary. It 
is a vaſt country, and is at leaſt 1200 
miles in length. It is very fertile in all 
ſorts of corn, and all the commodities 

of the E., Indies are to be met with 
here. The inhabitants are more humane 
with regard 10 ſtrangers, and not ſo 

great enemies to the Chriſtians, as the 
Turks; they dreſs much in the ſame 
manner, and take ſeveral wives, being 
much addicted to luxury. Genghiſhan, ' 
a Tartarian prince, who died in 1226, 
and whoſe conqueſts ſurpaſſed thoſe of 
Alexander and the Romans, ſeized on 
this empire in the 13th century. Ta- 
merlane 200 years afterwards became 
maſter of it, and his deſcendants are 
now upon the throne. The Great Mo- 
gul was the richeſt prince in the world, 
eſpecially in diamonds and precious ſtones, 
till Kouli Khan the laſt king of Perſia 
deprived him of all his riches. The go- 
vernment is deſpotic, and the Great Mo- 


— 
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ul is maſter both of the lives and for- 
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tunes of his ſubjects. 
away lands that any one has cultivated, 


and gives worſe in their room. His re- 


venue is ſaid to amount to near fifty 
millions ſterling a-year, and he has an 


army of 70,00 men. The provinces 
are governed by Omars, ſome of whom 
are called Nabobs, and he generally be- 
ſtows upon them lands ſufficient to main- 


tain their dignity and their troops. Their 


revenues are ſo conſiderable, that theſe 
governors are like ſo many petty kings; 
but they are obliged to make large pre- 
ſents to the Great Mogul, and to make 
their court to him; otherwiſe all their 
riches would be taken from their families

winter. They are very poorly clad, and 
often lye 72 the ſnow. When they 
have a mind to change their habitations, 
they take away the ſkins and rags, and 
leave the poles ſtanding. Their chief 
merchandizes are dried cod, and other 
fiſh, and the ſkins of rain-deer ; they 
have alfo ſome furrs, They are of a 
ſhort ſtature, with a large head, broad 
fore-head, blue eyes, ſhort flat noſes, and 
ſhort, ſtrait, coarſe black hair.

The Beat-Allah ſtands 
in the middle of the temple, is a ſquare 
ſtructure, and each fide is about 20 
paces long, and about 24 feet high, It 
is covered all over from top to bottoms 


with a thick ſort of filk, and above the 


middle it is embroidered with letters of 
gold, each letter being about two feet in 
length, and two inches broad,. The 
door is covered with filver-plates, and 


there is a curtain before it thick with 


gold embroidery. This Beat is the prin- 
cipal object of the pilgrims devotion, 
and it is open but two days in the ſpace 
of ſix weeks, namely, one day for the 
men, and the next for the women. 


Within there is only two wooden pillars 


in the middle to ſupport the roof, with 
a bar of iron faſtened thereto, on which 
hang three or four filver lamps. The

The 
Great Mogul is an abſolute monarch, en- 
joying a vaſt revenue, and keeping on 
foot an army of 200000 men, with 500 
elephants, magnificently harneſſed. When 
a Mahometan ſubject dies, all his effects 
belong to him. The emperor himſelf is 
a Mahometan; and there are a great 
number of governors under him, ſome 
of which have the title of Nabob. The 
particular provinces will be mentioned 
in their proper places.

ſerts, almoſt deftitute of water. They 
carry with them woollen manufaQtures, 
filk, ſalt, and other things, and, in re- 
turm, they have ſlaves, gold, and ele- 
phants teeth. Out of the ſlaves the em- 
peror recruits his cavalry. They alſo 
ſend large caravans to Mecca every year, 
partly out of devotion, and partly for 
trade, conſiſting of ſeveral thouſand ca- 
mels, horſes, and mules. Their com- 
modities are woollen manuſactures, Mo- 
rocco leather, indigo, cochineal, and 


- oftrich feathers, in return for which | 


they have filks, muſlins, callicoes, cof- 
Fee, and drugs. In the deſerts there are 


Bons, tygers, leopards, and ſerpents of | 


ſeveral kinds. The fruits are dates, 
figs, almonds, lemons, oranges, pome- 
granates, and many others. They 


have alſo flax and hemp, but little tim-

which they brew their drink. They 
have no arts nor trades, for every 
one builds his own houſe, and does his 
own work. They go naked, only they 
have a ſhort apron to cover their naked- 
neſs, They have caps made of tallow, 
about nine or ten inches high, in which 
they reſemble the Hottentots. The 
women have ſhort petticoats, which 
reach down to the knee, and when it 
rains they cover their bodies with a cow- 
hide. Both men and women have a 
piece of cow-hide cut in the form of a 
tail, which reaches from the waiſt to the 
ground. Every man may have as many 
wives as he can purchaſe, for here they 
are all bought. In general, they are a 
very civil ſort of people, and very kind 
to ſtrangers, as two Engliſhmen expe- 
rienced who were - caſt away upon the 
coaſt, and had wives and cattle given 
them gratis. The land animals are, ele- 
phants, lions, tygers, bullocks, hogs, 
rabbits, and many others. There are 
alſo abundance of ſea-horſes, of a mon- 
ſtrous ſize, with hides like elephants, 
and ſome call them wa ter-elephants. The 
elephants herd together in troops, of 
1000 or 1500 each. They are ſeen 
_ grazing in the morning and evening, 
but in the heat of the day they retire in- 
to the woods. They have alſo deer, 
and fowls of various kinds, as alſo a vaſt 
number of wild birds, whoſe names are 
_ unknown. |

There are alſo great quantities of tobac- 
co produced, but the chief article is the 
herb paraguay, which only grows in this 


country, and the infuſion of it is drunk 


in all the Spaniſh provinces of S. Ame- 
rica, inſtead of tea and chocolate, It is 
now about a century and a half fince 
the Jeſuits entered this province, and 


the inhabitants conſiſt of Guaranees, 


which the impolitic Portugueſe drove 
from their native country by their op- 
preſſions; as alſo of the natives of Tape. 
According to a very exact account in 
1734, there were 32 towns of the Gua- 
ranees, inhabited by 30,000 workmen. 


The miſſions of Paraguay are ſurrounded 


on all ſides by ſavage Americans, ſome 
of which live in friendſhip with thoſe 
towns, and others harraſs them by fre- 
quent incurſions ; for which reaſon eve- 
ry town has its magazine, in which are 
their fire-arms and other weapons, The

tude, while they were making their ob- 


fervations, they not only ſaw it lighten, | 


but heard the thunder below them, 


fot they were above the clouds. All the | 
tops of theſe mountains are covered with 


ſnow to a very great height, and there 
are ſeveral volcanoes, which burn conti- 
nually : ſometimes ſuch torrents of wa- 
ter will fall down from thence, that will 
overflow the whole countty for a cettain 
ſpace. There happened one in Decem- 
ber 1742, that in ſome places the 
flood was 60 feet high, and in others 
above 120; it carried away an infinite 
number of cattle, threw down 600 


houſes, and drowned 8 or goo perſons : 


in its courſe it removed pieces of rock 
12 feet in diameter, and forced them 30 
yards from the places where they firſt 
lay. Some thought this water proceed- 
ed out of the rock, but others more ju- 
dieiouſly concluded it came from the 
melting of the ſnow. The beſt houſes 
in this country are made of a ſort of 
reeds like bamboe-canes, and covered 
with thatch, or palm-leaves. However, 
they have a ſort of galleries or balco- 
nies, but there is no walking along the 
floors without making the whole ftruc- 
ture groan. - It is not at all probable 


that this country ever was ſo populovs | 
as the Spaniards have repreſented, for | 


the villages are at 3o miles diſtance from 


each other, and are all near the ſea; 


and there is the higheſt probability that

they are now. There are large foreſts 
on the ſides of the mountains, which

their trees ate like thoſe in Eyrope, 
The birds that are therein are much ſu- 
perior to thoſe of Europe for the beauty 
of their plumage, but then their notes 


are very diſagreeable; There are few 
birds near the ſea-ſide, and the monkeys 
alſo yet at a diſtance from it. The bird 
called the Toucan, which is remarkable 

for having a bill as large as its bo- 
dy, is called the preacher by the. Spa- 
niards, though it is as mute as a fiſh, It 
has been generally ſaid there are lions 
here, but that which they call fo is more 
like a wolf than a lion, and he never at- 
tacks mankind. But the tygers are as 
large and as fierce as thoſe of Africa, 
though not of the ſame colour; how- 
ever, it is happy for the inhabitants 


that there are but a very few of them. 


Serpents ate very common, and feveral 
ſorts of them are dangerous; particular- 


ly the rattle-ſnake, which does not get 


away from men like the reſt. There 
are ſeveral inſects like thoſe in Europe, 
but they are vaſtly larger. The earth- 
worms are as long as a man's arm, and 
as thick as his thumb; likewiſe there 
are ſpiders covered with hair, and as 
large as a pigeon's egg. The bats ate of 
a monſtrous ſize, and will fuck the 
blood of hotſes, mules, and even of men 
who ſleep in the fields; and they have 
entirely deſtroyed the great cattle which 
the miffionaries had introduced into a 
country N. of Peru. The famous bird 
called a Contor or Condor is perhaps the 
largeft in' the world, for it makes no- 


thing of carrying off a ſheep, and fothe 


affirm it will carry off a whole bud, - 


Tune animal called the Guanaco is pecu- 


liar to S. America, for none have ever 


been found in N. America, nor any 
other country; it is commonly called a 
camel-ſnheep, and has ſomething of the 
' ſhape'of a camel, without any bunches 
on its back; there are two ſorts of them, 


and one is covered with'a very fine 
reddiſh wool or Hair, which is a valu- 
able commodity. They are but ſinall in 
compariſon of a camel, and they were 

uſed to carry burthens of about fifty - 
pounds weight, before horſes were in- 
troduced.

The roof 
of the ſteeple is very finely gilt all over, 
and there are chimes which go every 
hour, 
between the crowned work and the fort, 
the emperor's galleys are laid up during 
the winter ſeaſon.

| Muſcovites. In the firſt there are the 
ſummer and winter palaces, the houſes 
belonging to the admiralty, a church, and 
a dock for building ſhips : in the other 
Slabod is the palace of - the empreſs, 
where ſhe formerly reſided. Beyond the 
forts are the Slabods of the Tartars and 
Finlanders; and in both there are very 
ſuperb ſtructures. In 1716 they began

Upon this there is a particular 
diet in every palatinate, wherein no- 
thing can be determined without: a ge- 
neral conſent ; for if one gentleman op- 


poſes the opinion of the aſſembly, it is 
obliged to break up; and that palati- | 


nate, from this time, can have no voice 
in the general diet. There likewiſe 
they muſt be all unanimous; for one 
fenator, or nuncio, can ſtop the pro- 
ceedings of the whole. The Poles, or 
Polanders, are large, well-made, and 
robuft, and the nobility are kind to 
ſtrangers, and generally ſpeak ſeveral 
languages. The burghers, or citizens, 
can have no eftates, but the houſes in 


the towns, and a little land for about 


three: miles round them. The peaſants 
are poor, miſerable, and clowniſh ; and 
as they poſſeſs nothing, they contribute 
nothing to the ſupport of the govern- 
ment.

with fine plaſter, which looks like 
white marble, The governor and other 
officers lodge in the fort, and there are 
ſome French houſes about it pretty welt 
built, but only one ſtory high, The 
hutts of the blacks lie here and there, 
and the walls are of bamboes mixed with 
the branches of trees. The French are 
greatly addicted to women, ſrom whom 
they catch diſeaſes that render them 


pale, livid, and meagre, with a fright- 


ful aſpect. However, ſeveral of the 
French are married to a fort of Portu- 
gueſe women, who are of a mixed 
breed, being a kind of Mulattoes, The 
country about it is barren, and conſe- 
quently mot of their proviſions are 
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brought from other places. Their trade 
conſiſts in cotton-cloths, ſilk, pepper, 
falt-petre, and other merchandizes that 
are brought from Bengal. With regard 
to the religion of the natives, the moſt 
numerous are the Gentoos, but there are 
Mahometanns or Moors, who hold a 
great many ridiculous opinions. The 
Sentoos are of different ſects, and that 
of the brahmins are prieſts. The cu- 
ſtom of women's burning themſelves 
with the bodies of their dead huſbands 


was very common, but of late is much 


F diſcountenanced. 'Thie ſla ves or ſervants 
are very numerous, and their chief food 
is rice; however, moſt of them are af- 
- ited with the French diſeaſe, and their 
wives are common both to the Gentoos 
and Moors, Theſe wretched people 
will ſell their ſiſters, daughters, or 
- wives, for a trifle; and they on their 
parts are very fond of the white men. 
This place was beſieged in 1743, by 
admiral Boſcawen, but the periodical 
rains obliged him to deſiſt.

hardly ſufficient left to live upon. Moſt 
travellers have taken notice of the great 
poverty of the Pope's ſubjects, which 
ſufficiently ſhews what ſort of a maſter 
The Pope engroſſes all 
the corn in the country, paying but half 
the value of it; but when it is ſold to 
the poor people, an extravagant price is 
always required. Even the bakers are 
obliged to buy their corn out of the 
Pope's magazines, and have leſs mea- 
ſure than what it was bought in by.

The Chriſtian princes ſhould 
give no directions to the cardinals in 
this caſe, and yet the crowned heads 
pretend to have an excluſive voice; that 
is to ſay, the cardinals ought not to elect 
one whom they declare againſt. For- 
merly when the Pope died, the cardinals 
were liable to be ſollicited to follow the 
vie vs of particular perſons, which cauſ- 
ed the election to be put off for a long 
time; but they have now remedied this 
inconvenience, and have built a palace 
for that purpoſe, called the Cenclave. 
Therefore, as ſoon as the Pope is dead, 
the cardinals are obliged -to repair thi- 
' ther immediately, and to continue ſhut 
up till they, have choſen another. The 
election of the new Pope is immediate- 
Iy followed by his coronation ; end this 
ceremony is performed in the Lateran 
church, where they put a triple crown 
on his head, Formerly every cardinal 
| had fome hopes of being Pope; but, for 
above 200 years paſt, the Italian cardi- 
nals have been only in poſſeſſion. of this 
high dignity, Though the Pope may 
_ Rive a cardinal's hat to whom he pleaſes, 
pet he is often obliged to pay ſome re- 
gard to the recommendation of crowned 
heads. - The provinces which depend 
on the holy ſee are governed by legates, 
but, beſides the 12 above mentioned, 
there is one at Avignon in France, and

There are few countries where 
the Pope has not ambaſſadors, who

to above twenty millions ſterling. How- 


ever it is difficult to know what he re- 
ceives beſides this, from the benefices 
which he confers, the dignities to which 
he nominates, the firſt fruits, the diſ- 
penſations, the indulgences, the beatifi- 
cations, and many other things of this 
There was a time when his ho- 
lineſs had an army of 20,000 men on 


. foot, and there is little doubt to be 


made, that in caſe of neceſſity he could 
raiſe three times as many. He alſo fits 


"cut, from time to time, a few galleys 


againſt the Turks. However, at pre- 
ſent his forces are far from being. formi- 
dable, either by ſea or land. About 
600 years ago the Pope could raife an 
army of 100, ooo men, under pretence 


of a war in the Holy Land, but in this 


enlightened age he would find few wil- 
ling to engage in ſuch an expeditior. 
The Pope has a particular governor of 
Rome, which is one of the higheſt and 
moſt gainful offices in his diſpoſal. 
The Roman-catholick religion is the 
only one allowed throughout the Pope's 
dominions, and yet there are about 
10, ooo Jews ſettled at Rome, who are 
obliged to go every Sunday to hear a 
ſermon on the controverted points; but 
it dces not appear that they make many 
converts, The inquiſition at Rome is 


Called the Holy Office, and it is more 


mild than in other countries, Among 
the different congregations compoſed of 
cardinals, one of the principal is that 
of De propaganda fide, which has been 
eſtabliſhed to bring about the converſion 
of pagans and hereticks. It has a print- 


ing-houſe belonging to it, where books 
are printed in all languages, and it is 


alſo a ſchool, where, miſſionaries are 
brought up, and ſent into all parts of 


the world. The Pope's guard conſiſts 


of Swiſs, who are all tall and robuſt. 
The ſoldiers who patrole through the 
city every night are called Barries, and 
the chief Barrigello, The Pope's rela- 
tions are called his Nephews, and the 
cuſtom of ee them is called Ne- 
potiſm.

got, they having enjoyed ſo long a peace. 


The Portugueſe women are fruitful 
enough, and if they had not ſent ſo ma- 
ny colonies abroad, this country would 
have been full of people. The ladies 
are addicted to gallantry, for which rea- 
ſon the men are jealous of their wives, 
and allow them but very little liberty. 
The government is monarchial, and yet 
there is a great deal of difference be- 
tween the ſovereignty of the king of 
Portugal and that of the king of Spain; 
for the authority of the Pope here is 
very great. Beſides this, the king is 
always obliged to live in good under- 
ſtanding with the ſtates of the kingdom, 
which are, the clergy, nobility, and 
what is called the third ſtate. Like- 
"wiſe, the authority of the kings is 
bounded by the fundamental laws of the 
+ kingdom, for he cannot raiſe any more 
taxes than were ſettled in 1674, nor 
Can he appoint a ſucceſſor when there is 


_ . any failure in the royal line. One would 


think the Portugueſe ſhould abound in 
gold, - ſilver, and jewels, but they are 


naturally indolent, and ſo fond of luxu- 
ry in every ſenſe, that they ſpend all 
their wealth in the purchaſe of foreign 


nmerchandiſes. No other religion is al- 


| lowed here but the Roman catholick, 
and they have 3 archbiſhops, and 10 
biſhops, beſides a patriarch.” They have 
ga ſevere n.. and yet there , 


* 
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are a great number of concealed Jews, 
and even among the grandees of the 
court. The authority of the Pope is ſo 

great, that the King cannot confer any 


benefice without his conſent. Beſides 


theſe, there are three orders of ecclefi- 
aſtical knights, who enjoy great reve- 
nues, and who would be very formi- _ 


dable, if the King was not grand-ma=- 
ſter. In 1 580 there was a failure in 
the royal line, and then Philip II. king 
of Spain got poſſeſſion of the crown; 


but in 1640 there was a great revolus 


tion, and John duke of Braganza ob- 
tained the crown, whoſe deſcendants have 
enjoyed it ever fince. Liſbon is the ca- 
pita! town, where the King was lately 


_  aſſaffihated, as is generally believed at 
the inſtigation of the Jeſuits; but he 


eſcaped with life, and was ſoon after 
cured of his hurt by an Engliſh ſurgeon. 
However, all the Jeſuits not impriſoned 
were ſhipped off to Italy ſoon after.

The Old Town is 
ſeated near the Muldaw, and is very po- 
puloùs ; the houſes are high, and the 
ſtreets narrow. There are two large 
ſtructures, one of which is the old palace, 
where the ancient kings reſided. The 
fineſt ornament of this part is the uni- 
verſity, frequented by a great number of 
ſtudents. The jeſuits have a magnifi- 
cent college here; and it is here the

The external part is chiefly built of great 


__ ſquare ſtones, of an equal fize z but they 


have all the figure of a priſm, that they 


may adhere to each other the cloſer ; 


for they have neither lime nor lead, nor 
cramps of any metal. This pyramid is 
three hours journey from Old Cairo, 
and the entrance into it is on the N. 
ſide. The opening leads ſucceſſively to 
five different paſſages, which, though 
running upwards and downwards, and 
horizontally, tend all towards the S, 


and terminate in two chambers, the one 
underneath, and the other in the middle 


of the Pyramid. In the upper chamber 
there is the farcophagus juſt mentioned; 


it is of granite, and if you ſtrike upon 
it with a key it ſounds like a bell. The 


aſcent to the top of the pyramid on the 
out-fide are by ſteps, which are the 
height of each ſtone, the lowermoſt. of 
which is 4 feet high, and 3 broad, 
but they were not originally defigned 
for this purpoſe. The baſe at the N. 
ſide of it is 693 feet, and as the pyra- 


mid is exactly fquare, the other ſides 


muſt be of the ſame length. If we ima- 


dine four equilateral triangles, mutual-

unhappily fell in, to the ? damage 


of that ancient ſtructure. The library of 


the Vatican is the largeſt and moſt com- 
plete in the world, eſpecially ſince that 


of Heidelberg was carried to Rome 


above 100 years ago. There is a vaſt 
number of manuſcripts in all languages, 
and of all ages, beſides excellent pictures 


by the beſt maſters. Rome is divided 


into 14 wards, called Rione; and the 


caſtle of St. Angelo is ſuffcient to keep 
the whole city in awe. It is built near 


the river Tiber, is flanked with 5 baſ- 
tions, and defended by a great number 


of cannon. In the middle is a large 
tower, called the Mauſoleum of Adrian, 


and was built by him for a ſepulchre. 


Here they keep the archives and treaſure

miles each. The ſeas of Ruſſia are, the 
Baltick, the White Sea, the Frozen O- 
cean, the Black Sea near the frontiers of 
Turky, and the Caſpian Sea. There 
are alſo five large rivers,' namely, the 


Nieper or Boriſthenes, which runs be- | 


- tween Lithuania and Poland, the Wol- 
ga, which runs through the middle of 
the country, and falls into the Caſpian 
Sea; the Don, which after ſeveral turn- 
ings runs into Little Tartary, and falls 
into the ſea of Aſoph ; the Dune, which 
running northward fa Ils into the White 
Sea, and the Oby, which running N. 
Falls into the Frozen Ocean. It may 
eaſily be conceived, that a country of 
* ſuch vaſt extent muſt lie in different 
- climates, and that the ſoil muſt be very 
different. The moſt fertile part is near 
the frontiers of Poland; inſamuch that 
the inhabitants are able to ſupply their | 
neighbours with corn: the N. part is 

not only more cold, but very marſhy, 
and over- run with foreſts, inhabited 
chiefly by wild-beaſts. Beſides dome- 

ſtick animals, there are wild beeves, 


rein-deer, martens, white and black 
ihe, and ſables, whoſe |]. 


foxes, weaſels, ermi 
ſkins make the beſt furs in the world ; 

as alſo hyzras, called by the Ruſſians 
Roſamacha, which ſignifies gluttons, for 
they are voracious animals; thoſe that 
hunt theſe creatures for Their ſkins, uſe” 
no fire-arms, for fear of ſpoiling them, 
The ſeas, the lakes, and the rivers, ſup- 


tis the inhabitants with large quanti- 
s of fiſh, 'of which they dry pare, ne 
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ſell to the Ruſſian monks. There are a 
vaſt number of ſturgeons, and in ſome 
places they have melons which weigh 
39 pounds weight ; they had very few 
vines, before Peter the Great cauſed 
them to- be planted in different places. 
In Ruſſia there are alſo large quantities 
of cotton and filk, with which they 
make all ſorts of ſtuffs ; the other mer- 
chandizes are, ſkins, furs, Ruſſia-lea- 


ther, talc, tallow, hemp, Ruſſia- cloth, 


honey, wax, and almoſt all the mer- 
chandizes of China, India, Perſia, Tur- 
ky, and ſome European countries. It 
is divided into Weſtern Ruſſia, Eaſtern 


- Ruffia, Muſcovite Lapland, and Muſ- 


covite Tartary; which are again ſubdi- 
vided into ſeveral provinces, which are 


taken notice of in tlieir proper places. 


The inhabitants in general are robuſt, 


well ſhaped, and of pretty good com- 


plection; they are great eaters, and are 


very fond of brandy; they uſe bathing, 
but ſmake no tobacco, leſt the ſmoke 


ſhould diſhonour the images of the 
ſaints, which they have in great vene- 


ration; however, they take a great deal 


of muff made of the tobacco brought 
from the Ukraine. They were former - 
ly the moſt ignorant, brutiſh people in 


the world, and many of them are now 
little detter; and we ſee what the ſol- 


diers are, by their ravages and cruelties 
committed in their march towards the 
king of Pruſſia's dominions : however, 


they were once happily defeated, 30000 


of them were ſlain, their military cheſt 
and moſt of their artillery taken. For- 
merly no Ruffians were ſeen in foreign 
countries, and they ſeldom or never ſent 


ambaſſadors to ſoreign courts ; but now 


the gentlemen are more polite, and ſtu- 


dy the intereſts of different nations. 


Their armies are always very numerous, 


and their victories are to be attributed 


more to that than to their valour, They 


had no men of war, nor merchant ſhips, 
before the reign of Peter the Great; and 


he firſt ſent a fleet into the Baltick Sea 
againſt the Turks, They then employ- 


ed their ſea-force againſt Sweden; but a 


fleet of Engliſh men of war ſent into 


the Baltick is always ſufficient to keep 


them in awe. The empreſs Ann aug- 
mented her forces ' ſo much by ſea and 


land, thas in the laſt war againſt the 
Turks and Tartars ſne had conſiderable 
ſucceſs. Since her reign Ruſſia has un- 


dergone ſeveral revolutions; and the 


court had fo little policy, that after the 


. Ceccs3 peace 
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peace in 1739, they ſent home a great 
numb@# of German officers who had 


done very great ſervice. Formerly the 
Ruſſian women were ſhut up, and their 
dreſs was very ridiculous; likewiſe a 

man never ſaw his wife before the day 
of marriage : the women thought they 
were never beloved, unleſs their huſ- 
bands beat them very often; but now | 
the caſe is greatly altered, for they 
dreſs like the German women, and imi- 
tate their manners. Their religion is 
that of the Greeks, and they depended. 
formerly on the Greek patriarch, who 
reſided at Conſtantinople. When they 
baptize their children they plunge them

_ _ undertook to introduce arts and ſciences, 
and in 1724 the firſt univerſity was 
founded that ever was in Ruſſia; and 
there is alſo an academy of ſciences at 
Peterſburg, ſupplied with ſome of the 
beſt profeſſors in Europe. The czar is 
an abſelute and deſpotick prince, and 
all his ſubjeQs are reckoned ſlaves ; but 
this is felt moſt by tradeſmen and poa- 
ſants. . There are 32 great councils, 
called i in their language Priceſdes, and 
each have their proper department. The 


nme of the preſent empreſs is Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Peter the Great; and 
her ſucceſſor is Peter Feodorovita, duke 


of Holſtein- Gottorp, born in 1728. 
They can raiſe at any time an army of 
399,000 men, and they generally keep 
100, ooo regular troops in pay. In the 
reign of the empreſs Catharine they had 


* 
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39,009 men; ; but the harbour of Cron. 
ſlot has a very great effect; for the wa. 
ter being freſh, veſſels canpot lie there 
long without rotting. - The ordinary re- 
venue of this vaſt empire is 20,000,000 
of rubles, which is partly drawn from 

- contributions, partly from duties on 
merchandizes, and partly from farms, 
The orders of -knighthood' are, that of 
St, Andrew, St. Catharine, and St, 

Alexander Newſki, which are all of late 
inſtitution, The puniſhment of their 
criminals is very barbarous, nor have 
they always the privilege of a fair tryal, 
for they extort confeſſions by racks and 
tortures. The loweſt puniſhment is the 
knout, in purſuance of which the crimi- 

nal is whipt with inſtruments that tear 
his fleſh, or beaten with cudgels till he 
is not able to ſtand.

SAMOEIDA, a country of the Ruſſian em- 
pire, between Aſiatick Tartary and 
Archangel, lying along the ſea coaſt as 
far as Siberia." The inhabitants are ſo 
rude a people, that they can hardly pre- 
tend to humanity, except in their face - 

and figure; for they have little under- 

ſtanding, and in many things, reſemble 
voracious animals, for they will eat 
dead animals of every kind. They travel 

on the ſnow on ledges, drawn with an 

animal like a rein-deer, but with the 
horns of a ſtag. Thoſe that have ſeen 
them affirm, that no people on the earth 
make ſuch ſhocking figures ; their ſtature 
is ſhort, their ſhoulders and faces broad, 
with flat broad noſes, great blubber 
hanging lips, and ſtaring eyes; their 
complexon is dark, their hair long, and 
as black as pitch, and they have very 
little beards. If they have any religion 
at all, it is idolatry, though there has been 
ſome attempts of late to convert them. 
Their kuts are made of birch bark ſew- 
ed together, which are laid upon ſtakes 
ſet in the ground, and at the top there 
is a hole to let out the ſmoke ; the fire is 
made in the middle, and both men and 
women lie naked round them all night. 
They have little regard to the nearneſs of 
kin, and take as many wives as they can 
keep. The ſtories about their conjura- 
tions are ridiculous, and not worth re- 
peating; their only employment is hun- 
ting and fiſhing. 


SAMOS, an 7 of the Archipelago; on

They have abundance of 
melons, lentils, kidney-beans, and ex- 
cellent Muſkadine, grapes. They have 
white figs, four times as big as the com- 
mon ſort, but not ſo well taſted. Their 
filk is very fine, and their honey and wax 
admirable. This iſland abounds with 
wild fowls, ſuch as partridges, wood- 
cocks, ſnipes, thruſhes, wood pigeons, 
turtle doves,and wheat ears; beſides which 


their poultry are excellent : they have |

The Holy- ſtreet is the largeſt; and ſo 
broad it may be taken for a ſquare; and 
here they have their bull-fights + in this 
ſtreet there are ſeveral noblemen's fami- 
lies, particularly that of the viceroy. 
The convents are handſome and richly 
adorned, as well as the churches. The

not forget the Perſees, of which there 
are great numbers about Surat, and the 
adjacent countries. They were baniſhed 
from Perſia in the ſeventh century, be- 


cauſe they would not change their re- 


ligion. They never marry into any 


other religion, which keeps their com- 


plexion as almoſt as fair as that of the

ſaries and moſques. 


Europeans. Beſides theſe, there are Jews 
and Armenian Chriftians, who are all 
great merchants.

SWEDEN, a large kingdom, i in the N, part 
- of Europe, bounded on the N. by Daniſh 


Lapland, and by the ocean, on the S. by 
the Baltick Sea, and the Gulph of Fin- 


land, and on the W. by Norway, the 
Sound, and the Catagate, being about 


800 miles in length, from N. to S. and 
350 in breadth, from E. to W. It is 
divided into Proper Sweden, Gothland, 
Nordland, Finland, and Lapland. It was 
anciently called Scandinavia, or at leaſt 
it is part of the country of that name. 
We may eaſily conceive that the climate 
is not every where the ſame ; for on the 


- fide of Muſcovy, the longeſt day is 18 
hours, 30 minutes; but farther towards 


the N. and near the Pole, there is but 


one day and one night throughout the 
year. In the province in which Stock- 


holm is ſeated, the ſpring and autumn is 
ſcarce to be perceived, for the winter 


continues 9 months, and the ſummer 
_during the remaining three. 


In winter 
the cold is exceſſive, and in ſummer the 
heat is almoſt inſupportable, the air be- 
ing ſerene all that time. Notwithſtand- 


ing this, the Swedes live a long while; 
and it is not uncommon to ſee ten peo- 


ple at the fame table, whoſe ages make 
up ro00 years. Thoſe places that are 
fit for cultivation have ſcarce a foot of 


Sood earth, for below it is all gravel; 
for which reaſon they till the ground 


with a ſingle ox, and one ſervant may 
For want 


wood, and ſtrew the aſhes ' on the 


ground, to render it fruitful : however, | 


this practice has of late been forbid. All 


their rocks are quite covered with flowers | 
in the fummer time, and their gardens 


have plenty of fruits, The trees are 
early in bloſſoming, becauſe the ſoil is 
fat and ſulphureous, which contributes 


greatly to the vegetation of plants; but 
yet ths apples, pears, cherries, apricocks, 


= 
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cows, hogs, goats, and ſheep, 
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melons, and grapes, have not ſo good a 
taſte as in the more ſouthern countries, 
Their domeſtick animals are horſes, 
In the 
winter time fodder is ſo ſcarce, that the 
inhabitants are forced to unthatch their 
houſes, to feed their cattle. With re- 
gard to thewild beaſts, there are bears, 
wolves, foxes, wild-cats, and ſquirrels, 


In winter the foxes and ſquirrels become 


grey, and the hares as white as ſnow, 
There are alſo elks and rain-deer, They 
have ſeveral forts of fowls, and par- 
tridges, woodcocks, and falcons, in great 


plenty. The ſilver mines are 200 yards 


in depth; and though they are rich, yet 
the people who work them have ſcarce 


wherewith to ſubſiſt, when the king's 


duties are paid. The mines of copper 


ate exceeding good, and they get large 


quantities out of them every year, tho? 
not ſo much as formerly. Likewiſe the 
iron mines yield a great deal of iron, 
and they uſually exchange them for the 
commodities of foreign countries. But 


ſince the Swedes have had manufactories 


of their own, foreign merchandiſes have 
been prohibited; which has reduced the 
iron to ſo low a price, that thoſe that 
work in the mines can ſcarce get enough 
to live upon. The Swedes did not ap-- 
ply to navigation till the year 1644, 
when their veſſels had liberty to paſs 
through the Sound, without paying any 
toll. The vaſt quantities of the Swediſh 
commodities brought here by the Eng- 
liſh, put them upon thinking of trade ; 


and now they have a great numbcr 
of artiſts and workmen, as well Ger- 


mans as Scotch, who are, as it were, 
naturalized among them, and their ma- 
nufactories are now in a pretty good 
condition. The innovations introduced 
by Charles XI. did great injury to trade; 
and the Engliſn, who purchaſed many 
things in Sweden, now fetch them from 
America. The merchandizes which the 
Swedes ſupply foreigners with, are 
boards, gunpowder, leather, iron, cop- 
per, tallow, ſkins, pitch, roſin, maſts, 
and all ſorts of wooden utenſils; and on 
the contrary, they are obliged to pur- 
chaſe ſalt, brandy, wine, linen. cloth, 
ſtuffs, tobacco, ſugar, ſpice, and paper. 
However, the trade has been greatly 
hurt by the Ruſſians having ſeized Li- 
vonia, which was the granary of Bwe- 
den;. and now, in ſcarce years, they are 
obliged to - purchaſe corn and proviſions 
of the Ruſſians with ready. monsy-: be- 

LI112 ſides, 
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Aides, is 1721, their veſſels. were obliged 
to pay the ſame toll as other nations for 
paſting the Sound ; however, in 1731, 
they ſet up an Eaſt India company at 
Gottenburg ;

ty free. The inhabitants are of a robuſt 
conſtitution, and are able to ſuſtain the 
| Hardeſt laboyr, They are much more 
poliſhed than what they were ; and they 
have ſeveral public ſchools and colleges, 
where arts and- ſciences are taught. 
Their houſes are generally of wood, and 
have very little art in their conſtruction. 
The roofs are covered with turf, on 
which their goats go often to feed. There 
is no country in the world where the 
women do ſo much work; for they till 
the ground, thraſh the corn, and row the 
boats on the ſea, The government of 


Sweden was always monarchica], and 


was formerly eleQive, but afterwards 
became hereditary. But after the death 
of Charles XII. in 1718, the ſtates of 
the kingdom begun to recover their an- 
cient rights, and they elected the huſ- 
band of Ulrick Eleonora, daughter of 
Charles XI. for king. He was land- 
grave of Heſſe. The preſent king was 
elected in July 1743, and he is of the 
houſe of Holſtein- Eutin. At the ſame 
time they re-eſtabliſhed the authority of 
the aſſembly of the ſtates, which con- 
ſiſts of 1000 gentlemen, 100 ecclefiaſ- | 
_ tics, 150 burgeſſes, and about 250 pea- 
ſants. The whole country is divided 
into 25 governments, whoſe governors 
are called Land-Hoefding, and promiſe 
that they will govern according to the 
Swediſh laws, reduced into a body in 
3736, and conform to the inſtructions 
of the king, as alſo to quit the province 
_ when the king ſhall command them. 
The Swedes profeſs the Evangelical re- 
ligion, and will-not tolerate any other 
in their kingdom. They have one arch- 
biſhop, and feven biſhops, beſides ſix ſu- 
perintendants, and they muſt be all, as 


well as the inferior clergy, natives of | 


the country. It is ſaid that the Swedes 
can ſend an army of $0,000 men into 
the field; for ſeven peaſants muſt fur- 
niſha . and three a footman. 
This indeed may be done within the 
country, but they cannot ſend ſuch an 
army into foreign parts, They alſo pre- 
tend that they are able to equip 50 men 
of war, and yet they have not ſailors to 
man them; for in 1719, they could fit

Swiſſerland is divided into 13 can- 
tons, without comprehending their al- 
lies, namely, Lucern, Uri, Switz, Un- 
derwald, Zug, Friburg, Soleure, which 
are Catholics. The Proteſtant cantons 
are Zurich, Bern, Baſle, and Schaffhau- 
ſen. Glaris and Appenzell contain 
both religions. All theſe cantons are ſo 
many republics; and it was the cantons 
of Switz, Uri, and Underwald, | which 
begun to throw off the Auftrian yoke in 
1308. The mountains of Swiſſerland, 
commonly called the. Alps, are a long 
chain of mountains, -which begin at the 


Mediterranean Sea, and extend to the

Adriatick ; and if it were poſſible for a 
man to travel from one to the other, his 
journey would be about 500 miles. 
There are four paſſages over them to go 
into Italy from Swiſſerland; the firſt of 
Which is beyond the lake of Geneva 
over Mount Cenis, which leads to Savoy; 
the ſecond begins in the country of the 
Griſons, and croſſes Mount St. Bernard, 
leading to the valley of Aoſt, which be- 
longs to Piedmont; the third begins in 
the country of the Griſons, croſſes Mount 
Simpel-berg, and leads to the dutchy of 
Milan; the fourth croſſes Mount St. Go- 
thard, and the bailiwicks of Italy, and 
_ terminates in the Milaneſe. The prin- 

cipal lakes are thoſe of Conſtance, Ge- 
neva, Lucern, Zurich, and Neuf-Cha- 
tel, The moſt confiderable rivers are 
the Rhine, the Rhone, the Aar, the 
Rues, and the Inn. The principal riches 


of Swiſſerland conſiſt of excellent paſ- | 


tures, in which they breed and fatten their 
cattle. As they leave out their cattle 
night and day on the mountains, one 
would think they would be devoured by 


the wild beaſts, and yet it is quite other- 
wiſe ; for when the beeves perceive a. 


bear, or a wolf, at a diſtance, they form | 
themſelves into a circle, and are ready 
to receive the enemy with their horns, 
As for the goats, and ſhamoy goats, they 
feed in flocks on the mountains and in 
the woods, and they place centinels on 
all ſides ; and when any dangerous ani- 
mal draws near, a ſignal is given, and 
they all get into a place of refuge, where 
the ſavage beaſt dares not come. The 
inhabitants are all ſtrong robuſt men, 
for which reaſon they are generally 


choſen by ſeveral nations for the mili- | 


tary ſervice, and even the pope has his 
Swiſs guards, The women are tolerably 
handſome, and have many good. quali- 
ties, and are in general very induſtrious. 


The peaſants retain their old manner of 


dreſs, and are content to live upon milk, 
butter, and cheeſe; and there are ſome 


of the mountaineers who never have any

European 
Taftary, as well as Tartary in Turkey, 
lies near the Black Sea, and Muſcovy 
Tartary js near the Caſpian Sea; Aſ- 
ſiatic Tartary, of which we are now 
ſpeaking, is watered by five large ri- 
vers, which ſerve to determine the ſitu- 
ation of places; namely, the Oby, the 
Volga or Wolga, the Jeneſea, the Lena, 
and the Amur. It is a difficult matter 
to give a true divifion of this country; 
for different authors give a different 
deſcription, and therefore we can only 
take notice that the Muſcovites . poſſeſs 
a large part of this country lying be- 
yond the river Oby; and the Chineſe 
poſſeſs that part of Great Tartary which 
is ſeparated: from China by a wall. LED 
bay 
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being. premiſed, we may divide this | 


country into three parts, which are, 
Ruffian Tartary, Chineſe Tartary, and 
Independant Tartary. Ruſſian Tartary 
has no fixed bounds, but it may he near 
1500 miles in length from E. to W. and 
750 in breadth from N. to S. The 
modern maps divide it into Siberia, 
whoſe inhabitants are called Oſtiacks, 
and who are a ſavage vagabond people, 
like the Coſſacks in Europe, whoſe 
principal town is Narim. Tunguſia is 
another part, which lies near the Jeni- 
ſea, and Jeniſeſkoy is the capital town. 
akutia, or Buratia, lies near the rivers 
Lena and Angara, and the capital is 
Jakutfkoy ; the ſourth part is called 
Ockotia, which lies near the eaſtern 
ſea, and the river Amur runs through 
it, and Ochotſkoy is the capital town. 
There is another part lately diſcovered, 
called Kamfchatka, which is contigueus 
to Great Tartary, and lies on a ſtrait 
into which the river Amur falls. Chineſe 
Tartary is ſeparated from China by a 
great wall, and is about 750 miles in 
extent. It is divided into the eaſtern 
and weſtern ; and that part of it near 
the wall is wihout inhabitants. It was 
formerly fuppoſed to be Cathay, whoſe | 
capital was Cambalu, which is now 
well known to be Pekin. This is di- 
vided into ſeveral parts, which are all 
mentioned in their proper places. In- 
dependant Tartary comprehends all that 
part of it which belongs neither to 
Ruſſia nor China; and is compoſed of 
ſeveral kingdoms, namely, Turkeſtan, 
Great Bocharia, Little Bocharia, the 
- kingdom of the Calmucks, and Tibet, 
or Thibet, or Boutan, which is a large 
country, and part of Tangut.

In 
Africa they poſſeſs Egypt, and a ſmall 
part of Abyſſinia and Barbary; likewiſe, 
there are other countries in Aſia and 
Europe, which they are not maſters of 
alone, but conjunctly with other princes, 
and Conſtantinople is the capital of all 
Turky. See each article. In general the 


Turks are very ſober in eating, lovers of 


reſt and idleneſs, and conſequently not 
very fit to undergo fatigues; beſides, the 
frequent uſe of bathing cannot but 
weaken them, and render them effemi- 
nate. 'Their behaviour with regard to 
women is known to all the world, for 


there is nothing but their poverty that 


ſets any bounds to their wives, and con- 
cubines ; though indeed their wives, pre- 
perly ſo called, are no more than four in 
number. They are charitable towards 
ſtrangers, let their religion be what it 


will, and no nation ſuffers adverſity with 
greater patience than they. The Grand 


Seignior is abſolute maſter of all the 
goods and poſſeſſions of his ſubjects, in- 
ſomuch, that they are all little better 
than flaves. The titles he aſſumes are 
God upon Earth, the Shadow of God, 
the Brother of the Sun and Moon, the 


Diſpoſer of Crowns, and the like. The 


Grand Viſier is the chief next the Em- 
peror, but it is a dangerous place, for 
he often depoſes them, and takes off their 
heads juſt as he pleaſes; and here it may 
be obſerved, that though the Grand Seig- 
nior has ſuch prodigious power, he fet- 
dom extends it to thoſe that live a private 


life, for theſe may remain as quiet as in 


any other part of the world. It is com- 
monly obſerved, that his Baſhaws, go - 
vernors, and officers of ſtate, are the 
children of Chriſtian parents, which are 
commonly taken in war, or purchaſed; 
however, this is not ſo univerſally true 
as was formerly, The Turks have al- 
ways very numerous armies on foot, the 
chief of which are the Janizaries, who 
have been bred in the Seraglio, and have 
been uſed to military diſcipline from their 
infancy, Of theſe they have always 
2 5000, and there may be about 100000, 
that have that name. The religion of 


the Turks has great affinity to that of 
| the 


| 19 | 
the Jews; for they believe in one Ood, 
and that his great prophet is Mahomet, 
as the Jews affirmed Moſes to be. They 
obſerve the ſame rules in eating and 
drinking, and they hold hogs fleſh in 
great abhorrence as well as the Jews. 
The chief difference conſiſts in ablutions, 
frequent prayers, and repeated bath- 
ings ; for with regard to plurality of 
wives, they are very much alike, only | 
the Jews conform in a great meaſure, to 
the cuſtom of the country which they 
inhabit, in that reſpect. We ſhall ſay 
nothing of the trade in genera}, becauſe 
in ſo extenſive an empire it muſt be 
quite different in different parts. How- 
ever, we may obſerve that the Turks 
themſelves are not very induſtrious, and 
that the numerous Chriſtians and Jews 
that live among them, are moſt addicted 
to traffick and mechanick employments. 

Their Grand Seignior's chief revenues 
ariſe from cuſtoms and other duties on 
merchandizes, befides a capitation tax on 

all Chriſtians within his dominions.

They are much viſited by foreigners, on 
account of their politeneſs, and becauſe 
the Tuſcan language is the pureR in all 
Italy. This dutchy is divided into three 
parts, namely the Florentino, the Pifano, 
and the Sieneſe, to which ſome add the 
iſlands, The laſt duke of Tuſcany, of the 
houſe of Medicis, died in. 1737, withaut 
leaving any heirs male; after which, by 
virtue of the treaty of London, conclud- 


ed in 1718, the Emperor Charles VI. 


promiſed Tuſcany, as a fief of the em- 
pire, to Don Carlos Infant of Spain, as 
being the neareſt male heir. But that 
prince, impatient to become maſter of it, 
obliged the Florentines in 1732, to pay 
bim homage, . before the death of the 
grand Duke, and without the conſent of the 
Emperor, A war being kindled in Italy, 
Don Carlos became. maſter of the king- 


doms of Naples and Sicily; and their 


poſſeſſion was confirmed to him by the 
peace concluded in 1735. But he was 
obliged to renounce his right to Tuſ- 
cany, in favour of the emperor now 
reigning, then duke of Lorrain; and 
which was ceded to him as an equiva- 
lent for the dutchy of Lorrain, which 
he had given up to France, He now 
keeps a council of regency in Tuſcany, 


who have the adminiſtration of affairs, 


and is compoſed of feveral members. 
The annual revenues of this country 
may be about 3ooooa ſcudies, but 
the ſovereign cannot ſend above 30000 
men into the field, and at ſea he has 
no more than 3o galleys, which he is 
obliged to keep to defend this country 
againſt the Turkiſh pirates. The re- 
venue ariſes from a tenth part of the 
. yearly value of every houſe, the tenth of 
all eſtates that are ſold, the ground-rents

The 
high altar is covered with filver, and 
lighted with fourteen filver lamps, The 
univerſity conſiſts of ſeveral colleges, 
and the Jeſuits have one of their own. 
The palace of the viceroy, that of Ciuta, 
the monaſtery of St. Jerom, the ex- 
change, and the arſenal, are all wor- 
thy of the notice of travellers. It is 
not very ſtrong, tho? there are baſtions 
along the walls, and Tikewife a certain 
number of braſs cannon, It is a very 
populous place, and has feveral good 
manufaQtories of cloth and fillt, which 
are carried on with great fuccefs and 
induſtry ; for even the very children 
are employed in ſpinning ſilk, There 
are ſeveral remains of antiquity, and 
it is charmingly ſeated on the river 
Guadalvir, over which there are five 
bridges.

It alſo has 
its inconveniences, for they have no 
water, but what is brought a good 
way off in caſks; and the canals in 
the ſummer have an offenſive ſmell, The 
ſea water is not very proper to extin- 
guiſh fires, for which reaſon, they have 
no other way to put them out, but to 
blow them up with gun-powder, when 
they are in flames, as ſoon as they can. 
There are above 500 bridges over theſe 
canals, the moſt famous of which is that 
called the Rialto. It is built about the 
middle of the great canal, which divides 
Venice into two parts. It is of white 
marble, and has but one arch, in which 
its principal beauty conſiſts; and it is 
90 feet from one extrenuity to the other, 
On this bridge there are two rows of 
ſhops, which divide it into three ſtreets. 
The largeſt of which is in the middles 
The other bridges conſiſt. only of one 
arch, and have no rails on each ſide. 
They have ſteps to go up them, which are 
all of acoarſe ſort of marble, There are in 
Venice 53 publick ſquares, as well ſmall 


as great; the principal of which is cal- 


led St. Mark's place, and is the greateſt 


ornament to the city. St. Mark's church 


is at one end, and that of St. Geminiani 
The procuraties, which

This place

in circumference. It is ſurrounded with 
very high walls, and ſeveral ſmall towers, 
where there is a good guard. In theſe 
towers there are bells, which the cen- 
tinels ring on the leaſt appearance of 
danger. In this arſenal there are arms 


for 100000 men, as well horſe as foot; 


beſides 2000 cannons always ready for 
ſervice, cither by ſea or land, There 
are near 2000 workmen conſtantly em- 
ployed, whoſe chief is called Amiraglio, 
and they are paid regularly every Satur- 
day. "Theſe workmen coſt the republic 


| 500000 ducats every year. In this 
City there are 70 churches, 39 mona- 


ſteries, 28 nunneries, and 17 hoſpitals. 
The cathedral church is that of St. Mark, 
in which they pretend to keep the body 
of St. Mark the Evangeliſt. It is 
gloomy within, but its walls are of mar- 


ble, and the pillars of the front are en- 


cruſted with jaſ per, and porphyry. There 
is alſo a library, in which are a number 
of Greek manuſcripts, but none of them 
are above 500 years old. The number 
of the inhabitants are above 160000; 
and they have a flouriſhing trade in filk- 
manufactories, bone lace, all forts of 
glaſſes and mirrours, which make their 
principal employments. The, ſons are

fino-di-Rovigo, the Marca-Trevigiana, | 
the Feltrino, the Belluneſe, the Cado- 


rino, Friuli, and Iſtria; which ſee in 
their proper places. In the fourth 
century, when Atilla king of the Huns, 
called the ſcourge of God, ravaged the 


N. part of Italy; many of the inhabitants 
abandoned their country, and retired in- 


to the iſlands of the Adriatick-Sea. As 


_ theſe iflands are near each other, they 


found means to join them together, by 
driving piles on the ſides of the canals, 
on which they built houſes, and thus the 


ſuperb city of Venice had its beginning. | 


The government of the republick of 
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Venice is ariſtocratick, for none can 
have any ſhare in it but the nobles, 
Theſe may be divided into fix claſſes, - 
namely twelve of the moſt ancient fami- 

lies; four families that in 880, ſubſcrib- 
ed to the building of the abbey of St. 
George thoſe whoſe names were written 
in the golden book in 1296; the fami- 
lies that were ennobled by the publick in 
1385 ; thoſe that purchaſed their nobility 
for 100000 ducats, in 1646; and laſtly, 
all the ſtrangers which the Venetians 
have received into the number of their 
nobility. Any man of theſe families 
above 25 years of age, has a right to be 
a member of the council, whether he 


has any capacity er not, It generally 


conſiſts of about 2500 ; and they are ac- 
counted great politicians, good negotia- 
tors, and ſecret even to a ſcruple. They 
alſo make a magnificent appearance, 
ſuitable to the dignity of their employ- 
ment. The Doge is elected by a plura- 
lity of voices, and keeps his dignity for 
life, and they make uſe of gold and 
filver balls, which are put in a veſſel, 
and ſerve for balloting. Thoſe who draw 
nine golden balls, firſt ele& 40 counſel- 
lors, who draw 12 others. Theſe elect 25 
other counſellors, who draw 9 golden 
balls, Theſe g ele& 40 counſellors, 
who draw 11, Thoſe that have the 11, 
chuſe 41 counſellors, who proceed to 
the election, till 25 votes or more fall 
upon the ſame perſon, who is then de- 


clared Doge. After this election they 


place the ducal cap on his head, upon 
which he takes poſſeſſion of the Doge's 
palace. He never uncovers his head 


to any perſon, becauſe he does not 


wear the cap in his own name, but in 
that of the republick. When there are 


any great ſolemnities, a nobleman car- 


ries the ſword, which is an emblem of 
the ſupreme authority; ; but it is not be- 
fore the Doge, but before the ſenate, 
to ſhew that the power is lodged in 
them. The office of the Doge is to give 
audience to all ambaſſadors; to marry 
the Adriatick Sea in the name of the 
republick, on Holy-Thurſday; to preſide 


in all aſſemblies of the ſtate; to have 


an eye over all the members of: the ma- 
giſtracy; and to nominate to, all the 


benefices annexed to the church of St. 


Mark, On the other hand, he'is to de- 
termine nothing without the conſent of 


the council; he is not to open any lettet 


addreſſed to the republick, or that comes 
from the republick 3 he is not to receive 


any preſent ; he is not to leave the city 


without 
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without permiſſion of the ſtates ; he is 
not tochuſe an aſſiſtant; and he is never 
to reſign his dignity, In ſhort he is a 
© priſoner in the city, and out of it he is 
no more than a private perſon. There 
are four councils, the firſt of which is 
compoſed of the Doge, and fix counſel- 
lors called the Signiora. The ſecond is the 
Conſiglia Grande, or Great Council, in 
which all the nobles have a voice, and 
ſitting. The third is the Configlio-dei- 
Pregadi, which is as it were the ſoul of 
the republick, and conſiſts of about 250 
of the nobility. The fourth is Con- 
figlio-Proprio, whoſe members are cal- 
led Savii Grandi, or the Great Sages, 
Which join to the Signioria, and conſiſts 
of 28 aſſeſſors. This gives audience to 
the ambaſſadors. The fifth and laſt is 
II. Collegio-delli-dieci, and is compoſed 
of 10 counſellors, who take notice of 
all criminal matters; and the Doge him- 
ſelf when accuſed, is obliged to appear 
before them. There is no appeal from 


this council, and it is a great misfortune 


to be cited ae it. It is a kind of ſtate 
inquiſition, as ſevere as that for religion; 
and they have a great number of ſpies, 
who diſcover not only what is done, but 
What is ſaid, As to religion, the Vene- 
+ tians are Roman Catholics, and yet they 
' tolerate the Greeks, Turks, and Per- 
- fians. The Proteſtants are not allowed 


the free exerciſe of their religion; but | 


they are neither hated nor perſecuted, 


as in other Popiſh countries. The head | 


of the clergy is the Patriarch of Venice, 
who muſt be a noble Venetian, and is 
elected by the ſenate, This Patriarch, 


in conſequence of the policy of the | 


. ſenare, has ſcarce any power over the 
prieſts and monks, who are greatly cor- 
rupted, There is another Patriarch be- 


longing to Venice, whoſe authority ex- 


tends over Friuli, Iſtria, and moſt of the 
biſhops on Terra Firma. The tribunal 
of the inquiſition at Venice, is compoſed 
of the Pope's Nuncio, the Patriarch of 
Venice, and the Father-inquiſitor ; but 
as theſe had need of a bridle, they have 
added three counſellors to the number, 


without whoſe conſent they can deter- 


.mine nothing, The clergy in general 
are ignorant, and yet they are pretty 
good orators, When the diverſions of 
the carnival are over, you hear nothing 
but ſermons about repentance, and they 
declaim very ſtrongly againſt the vio- 
lators of the fixth commandment ; 


however, the breach of it is ſo common, | 


— 
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and ſo much in faſhion, that the con- 
feſſors themſelves treat it as a peccadilty. 
In times of peace, the Venetians gene- 
rally keep an army of 16000 regular 
troops, and 10000 militia, On the ſea 
they have always a ſmall fleet, compoſed 
of a few men of war, frigates, and gal- 
leys, which convoy the ſhips deſigned 
for the Levant, and cover the harbour of 
Corfu. There are alſo ſix galleys, with 
a few galliots or brigantines, to oppoſe 
the Corſairs which cruiſe on their coaſts. 
In time of war they raiſe as many troups 
as they have occaſion for, and they 
are fond of taking Germans into their 
pay. Their famous carnival begins on 
New-years-day, and continues till Aſh- 
Wedneſday ; all which time is employed 
in ſports and diverfions. Then there is 
ſcarce any diſtinction betwixt vice and 
virtue; for libertiniſm reigns through 
the city, and there are thouſands of 
ſtrangers frequent it from all parts of 
Europe. They all appear in maſques, 
which no one dares venture to take off, 
and in this diſguiſe they imitate the fury 
of the ancient Bacchanals; and the nearer 
Aſh-Wedneſday approaches, the more 
mad- they are. The principal ſpot of 
the maſquerade is St. Mark's place, 
where there are ſometimes 15000 peo- 
ple ; and. it ſwarms with harlequins, 
jeſters, mountebanks, rope-dancers, and 
puppet-ſhows. Even the prieſts and 
monks enjoy the diverſions of the car- 
nival ; and they may keep concubines 
at other times, ſing upon the ſtage, and 
take what liberties they pleaſe, provided 
they do not meddle with the govern- 
ment. The nuns do the ſame, and lead 
diſſolute lives; nor can the patriarch re- 
ſtrain them, for he attempted it once, 
but the ſenate interpoſed, and obliged 
him to deſiſt, 

VEeNLo, a ſtrong town of the United 
Provinces, in Guelderland, and in the 
quarter of Ruremond. It was former- 
ly in alliance with the Hanfiatick towns, 

till it was taken by Charles V. in 1543. 
It was under the dominion of the Spa- 
niards till 1702, when the allies took it 
for the States-General. The inhabi- 
tants are for the moſt part Roman Ca- 
tholics, and it is ſeated on the river 
Maeſe, where there is a commodious 

harbour, and on the other fide of it is 
Fort St. Michael, which ſerves for the 

defence of the town, It is 15 miles N.

Between the city 
and the ſuburbs, all round the walls, 
there is an empty ſpace aboot 600 paces 
in breadth, in which no one is allowed 
to build, The city contains no more 
than 1223 houſes, all built of ſtone, with 
29 churches, and 8 chapels. This is no 
wonder, when we conſider, tft the 
publick buildings, as well ſacred as pro- 
phane, take up about the ſixth part of 
the city. Beſides, the houſes are almoſt 
as deep below the ground, as they are 
high above. Add to this, that they are 
generally 6 or 7 ſtories high, and that 
the middle ſtory is always at the diſ- 
poſal of tbe archdutcheſs, wherein ſhe 
lodges her officers, * and domeſticks, 
. when there is not room for them in the 
palace, This city has fix gates well de- 
fended, and 12 walled baſtions, with 
ſtrong ravelines, which have twice re- 
ſiſted the ſorce of the Turks, namely in 
1528, and in 1683. There are 80 ſtreets, 
and 18 large market places. The Em- 


-, 


peror Charles VI. rebuilt the ancient 
archducal palace, wherein the emperors 
formerly reſided ; he alſo erected a hand- 


ſome opera-houſe, Beſides this palace, 
| . there 
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there are others in different ſtreets, the 
principal of which are thoſe of Eugene, 
Lichtenſtein and Daun. In the ſuburbs 
there are a great number of houſes of 
pleaſure, with very handſome gardens. 
The cathedral is built with free- ſtone, 
and is 114 yards long, and 48 broad, 
and the ſteeple is 447 feet high. In the 
room of a weather-cock, there was a 


Turkiſh creſcent, in memory of the ſiege 


in 1589 z but after the ſecond ſiege, in 


1663, they changed it for a golden croſs, 


which three months after was thrown 
down by a ſtorm, At preſent there is 
a black ſpread. eagle, over which is a 
gilded croſs. Joining to this church is 
the archbiſhop's palace, whoſe ſront is 
very fine. The univerſity has a head 
called a Rector, who walks in proceſ- 
fions - immediately before the arch- 
dutcheſs, unleſs he is a Jeſuir. It had 
ſeveral thouſand ſtudents, who when this 
city was beſieged, mounted guard as 
they did in 1741. Beſides this, there is 
the academy of Lower Auſtria, founded 
a few years fince, and the archducal li- 
brary is much frequented by foreigners, 
as it contains above 100000- printed 
books, and 10000 manuſcripts. Dioſcori- 
des in Greek, with very large letters, is 
one of the moſt ancient in Europe: it 
is now in a large hall of the new aca- 
demy. The academy of painting 1s 


remarkable for the fine pictures it pro- 


duces. There are alſo two remarkable 
columns, of which one is called the 


conception of the immaculate Virgin, | 


and the other St. Trinity, which coſt 
300000 florins, It is 66 feet high, in 
the form of a triangular pyramid, on the 
top of which are three figures of gilt 
bronze, reprefenting the Trinity, The 
archducal treaſury, and a cabinet of cu- 
rioſities of the houſe of Auſtria, are as 
great rarities as any in the world. Leo- 
poldſtadt is one of the fuburbs, and 
is ſeated on an iſland, formed by the 
Danube ; here the Jews dwelt formerly, 


but they. were baniſhed in 1670, and the. 


ſuburb turned into a church, That of 


Roſſau is on the other ſide of the 


Danube, having a magnificent convent, 
ſeveral palaces, and very handſome gar- 
dens.

of trees, from 30 to 70 feet high. The 
land higher up the rivers is generally 
level, and well. watered with ſprings ; 
but there are here and there ſome ſmall 
hills. That near the ſea is generally 
ſandy, and without ſtones, for which rea- 
ſon they ſeldom ſhoe their horſos. The 
richeſt lands lie near the branches of the 
rivers, and abound with various ſorts of 
timber, ſurptiſingly large. The names 
of the trees are not taken notice of, be- 
cauſe, properly ſpeaking, they all differ 
in ſome reſpect or other, from thoſe in 
Europe. At the heads of the rivers there 
are mountains, valleys, hills, and plains, 
with different trees; and indeed not 


many years ago, the whole country 


ſeemed to be one continued wood, with 
plantations here and there, where the 
roots of the trees had been grubbed up. 


But it is to be ſuppoſed, that as the 
country grows more populous, moſt of 
the trees will be cut down, and it will | 


be well if they don't run into the other 
extream, and leave the country deſtitute 
of wood. There are alſo great varieties 


of earth for medicines, ſcowering, mak- | 


| | 
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ing all forts of earthen ware, and pipes z 
and there is alſo marl for manuring the 
land. There are others for painting, 
fuch as red, and yellow oker; and in the 
upper parts there are mines of anti- 
mony, talk, coal, with quarries of ſlate 
and ſtone for building, as alſo pobble- 
ſtones, However, the coal is at preſent 
of no uſe, for plenty of wood for firing 
grows at every man's door. In proceſs 


of time there is great reaſon to believe, 


that there will be mines of various kinds 
found in the mountains, which at pre- 
inhabitants do not think it 
worth while to enquire after. There 
are a great variety of fruits, ſome of 
which grow there naturally, and ſomo 
have been tranſplanted from England, 
particularly peaches, which grow almoſt 
every where upon ſtandard trees, and 
yet are exceeding good. There are very 
few towns in Virginia, or even villages, 


for the planters have houſes ſcattered 


every where up and down the country, 
where they cultivate tobacco, which: is 
the principal commodity. James-town 
was formerly the principal, but of tate 


Williamſburg, where there is a college. 


It conſiſts of one long broad ſtreet, witia 
a few houſes at ſome diſtance from each 
other. The Engliſh inhabitants are of 


the church of England, and the clergy 


have a pretty good maintainance. In 


general it is an hoſpitable country, and 


they are ſo ready to entertain each other, 
and ſtrangers, that a man may travel 


through it without any expence. 'They 


have a few forts, but their principal de- 


fence by land is a militia, and by fea, 


the men of war ſent from England ; for 
they have no ſhips of their own, though 
they have all conveniences for building 
them. However, there is little doubt 
to be made, but the face of affairs will 
be quite altered in a ſew years. Thore 
are now. no original Americans, impro- 

dians in the eaſtern parts 
of Virginia, becauſe, as it is ſuppoſed, 
they rather chuſe to live by themſelves, 
With 
regard to their complexion, ſtature, and 
manner of living, they reſemble the other 
Americans, However, they have a lan- 
guage of their own, and indeed there is 
ſuch a vaſt variety, of different tongues, 
in different parts of America, that it is 


very hard to give any tolerable reaſon 


for this variation. However, this is not 


peculiar to them, for in Africa, where the 
negroes nearly reſemble each cther, 
their 
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their language is various, inſomuch tha: 

_ thoſe who underſtand any one, may tra- 
vel 20 or 30 miles, and meet with thoſe 
who have not a word made. uſe of in the 
ſame ſenſe. The original natives here 
are of a red copper colour, with coarſe 
-black hair, black eyes, and without 
. beards, as they are in all other parts of 
America; and of this I am the more 
certain, becauſe I have made it my buſi- 
neſs to enquire into, and examine theſe 
particulars upon the ſpor. Moſt authors 


tell us that they have beards, and that | 


they pluck them out by the roots; but 

this is a mere fiction, which I can affirm 
upon my own knowledge.

UxITEDPRNOVINCES OF THE NETHER-

as the men. The thickneſs of the air, 
which is prejudicial to health, ſeems to

cellent. The inhabitants are robuſt, la- 
borious, patient, free, open, affable, and 


pleafant in converſation. They are all 


mighty politicians, not excepting the 


women ard ſervants: however, the 


boors, and eſpecially the ſailors, are very 


rude, clowniſh, and naſty, A Dutchman 


is naturally phlegmatic, and ſlow to an- 
ger ; but when he is heated, he is not |. 


eaſily appeaſed. The women are well

an allied body, the foundation of whoſe 
union was laid in 1579. It is a free re- 
public, that acknowledges no other ſo- 
vereign but God. This independance 


was acknowledged by other nations at 


the treaty of Weſtphalia in 1648. Each 
of theſe ſeven provi nces is a ſeparate re- 


public, who govern themſelves by their 


own lawys and cuſtoms, and the ſupreme 
government belongs to the ſeven pro- 
vinces conjointly, and is adminiſtered 
by different councils. The chief of theſe 
is compoſed of their high mighti- 


neſſes the States General, who are the 
deputies of each of the ſeven provinces, 
and who generally aſſemble at the Hague. 


It is lawful for each province to ſend one 


or more deputies, though they can give 
but one voice. 


This council does not 
always ſit, and yet they change the pre- 
ſident every week. The other councils 
are, the council of ſtate, the board of 
accounts, the council of the grand ad- 
miralty, the council of Brabant, which 
aſſembles at the Hague, and the council 
of Flanders, which meets at Middle - 
burg in Zealand. The higheſt office in 


this country is the ſtadtholder; for he 
is at the ſame time governor- general of

The houſes are ſmall, and round at the 
top, and are encompaſſed with mud- 
walls or hedges, together with a great 
number of all ſorts of beautiful and lofty 
trees, which afford the moſt beautiful 
proſpect in the world; inſomuch that 
thoſe that have been here repreſent it 
as a perfect Paradiſe. The fields are al- 
ways green, and they cultivate beans, 
potatoes, and fruits; and the negroes 
here will not let a foot of ground re- 
main uncultivated. Beſides, they ſow 
again the very next day after they have 
reaped, The inhabitants are greatly ci- 
vilized, and very reſpectful to each other; 
eſpecially to their ſuperiors, and they 
are alſo ſo induſtrious, that even the 


women are never idle. Theſe brew the | 


beer, dreſs the victuals, and ſell all ſorts 
of commodities at the market. Thoſe 
that are rich employ their wives and 


ſlaves in tilling the land, and they carry 


on a conſiderable trade with the product 
as well as in ſlaves; for ſome of them 
are able to deliver 1000 of - theſe laſt 
every month. The chief men have ge- 
nerally 40 or 50 wives, the principal 
Eaptains 3 or 400, and the king 4 or 
5000, However, they are extremely 
jealous, and, on the leaſt ſuſpicion, will 
ſell them to the Europeans for ſlaves, 
If any one happens to touch one of the 
King's wives accidentally, he is doomed 
to perpetual ſlavery. This being conſi- 


dered, it is no wonder that the women 


are not fond of being the king's wives; 
Nay, ſome of them will prefer a ſpeedy 
death to ſuch a miſerable life. The 
king ſets little value upon his daugh- 
ters, for he will diſpoſe of them to the 
factors of the Engliſh company, or the 
maſters of ſhips that come there. They 
live in a manner by gueſs; for they 
have no feſtivals nor diſtinction of days, 
hours, weeks, months, or years. The 
cuſtom of circumciſion is uſed here; 
but they are not able to tell why they 


uſe it, nor from whence it is derived,” 
They are ſuch great gameſters, that they 


will ſtake all they have at play, not ex- 
cepting their wives and children. Their 
religion is very ſuperſtitious ;' for they 
have a vaſt number of idols; and 
they deify the moſt contemptible ani- 
mal that they ſee firſt in a morning, 


not excepting even ſtocks and ſtones. | 


However, they have a principal regard 
For ſnakes, very high trees, and the ſea, 
An Engliſh factor new come over, found 
a ſnake in ,the houſe belonging to the 


factory, and killed it without the leaſt 
ſcruple ; which ſo incenſed the negroes, 
that they were for revenging the death 
of the ſnake, not only upon him that 
killed it, but upon the whole factory ; 
however, by the force of preſents, and 
by the interpoſition of the people of the 
other factories, this affair was made up, 
and the ſnake honourably interred. 
However, to prevent the like accidents, 


they give them warning not to do the 


like for the future, With regard to the 
animals, they have oxen, cows, goats, 
ſheep, and hogs, as well as tame fowls ; 
ſuch as turkeys, ducks, and hens, which 
laſt are extremely plenty. There are 


many wild beaſts within land, ſuch as 


elephants, buffaloes, tigers, ſeveral kinds 
of deer, and a ſort of hares,. with feve- 
ral uncommon animals, which we have 
not room to deſeribe. The fruits are ci- 
trons, lemons, oranges, bananaes, ta- 
marinds, and ſeveral others; and they 


have vaſt numbers of palm-trees, from, 


which they get their wine. All the 


common people go naked here, as in 


other parts of Guinea, only they have 
a cloth or clout to cover their naked- 
neſs. There has been ſtrange revolu- 
tions in theſe parts not many years 
ago; for the king, whoſe country is 
called Dahomy, has not only conquered 
this kingdom, but that of Ardra, next 
to it, and has entirely ruined them, 
Their trade conſiſted of ſlaves, elephants 
teeth, wax, and honey. The Engliſh fac- 
tory is 200 miles E. of Cape Coaſt Caſtle,

It is about 
24 miles in {ength, and 12 in breadth, 
and is very pleaſant and fertile; but 
its principal riches conſiſt in currants, 
with which it greatly abounds. | They 


are cultivated in a very large plain, 


under the'ſhelter of mountains that are 
on the ſhore of this iſland ; for which 
reaſon the fun has greater power to 
bring them to perfect maturity, Here 
are alſo the fineſt peaches in the world, 
each of which weigh eight or ten ounces, 
Here are alſo cucumbers and excellent 
figs, as alſo a great deal of very good 
oil. In fhort, it would be a perfe& Pa- 
radiſe, where all things are exceeding 
plenty, if wood was not ſo dear; tho 
this iſland was formerly full of foreſts. 
The town calted Zante may contain 
near 20000 inhabitants. The houſes 
are low, on. account of the frequent 
earthquakes, for fcarce. a year paſſes 
without one; however they do nd great 
damage. The natives ſpeak both Greek 
and Italian, though there are very few 
Roman Catholics among them; but 
they have a biſhop as well as the Greeks. 
This place has no fortifications ; but 
there is a fortreſs upon an eminence 
planted with cannon, In one part of 
this iſtand there is a place which ſhakes 
when trod upon, like a quagmire ; and 
there is a ſpring which throws out a 
great deat of bitumen, eſpecially at the 
time an earthquake. It ferves in- 
ſtead of pitch, to pay the bottoms of 
the ſhips, and about 100 barrels in a 
year are uſed for this purpoſe. Theſe 
grapes are called currants, becaufe they 


were chiefly cultivated about Corinth. 


This iſland belongs to the Venetians, who 
have conſtantly a governor here, who al- 
ways reſides in the fortreſs, or caſtle. 
There may be about 50 viltages in all, 
but no other large towns befides Zante. 
It is ſeated on the eaſtern fide of the

It is divided into 26 bailiwicks, which 
the inhabitants call Herrit, and it con- 
tains 13 towns, 12 caſtles, and 347 
pariſhes. The inhabitants are maintain- 
ed entirely by the great number of cattle 
that they feed, than which none can 


be better. Copenhagen is not only the 
capital of this iſland, but of the Whole 


kingdom. 

ZEALAND, one of the ſeven United Pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands, which is fe- 
parated by the ſea on the N. from the 
iſles of Holland, by the Scheld on the E. 
which ſeparates it from Brabant, and the 
Hont from Flanders, and on the W. it 
is bounded by the ocean. It compre- 


hends 8 iſlands, whereof three are pretty 
large. 
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large. The names of which are, Wal- 
cCherin, Schowen, S. Beveland, N. Beve- 
land, Tolen, Duveland, Wolferſdyck, and 
St. Philip.

They in general are extremely hardy, 
and even raſh, and very good ſoldiers, 
_ efpecially for the ſea-ſervice.. They are

and by their trade with foreign nations,

.. war, by the capgures made by the priva- 


. _teers, for they have no manufactures of 
any moment. The foil is fruitful in 
theſe iſlands, but the air is unhealthy, 


. efpecially for ſtrangers. The river Scheld

brought before them. They have ſeveral 
manufactures, and ſend part of their 
merchandiſes to Italy.

However, they never ſow much, they being moſt intent upon hunting ſables, foxes, 
and other animals for the ſake of their ſkins. The country-people rove about like 
the Laplanders, and their huts, like theirs, have holes to let the ſmoak out. They 
feed upon the inner bark of young pine-trees, and dried fiſh ; but they will eat 
bread when they can get it ; for they neither ſow nor plant themſelves, They al- 
low polygamy, and buy and ſell their wives.
